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^IAF hits terror base 
in Lebanon’s Bekaa

‘ s * According to the Israel Defence 
spokesman, the Israeli planes 
scored accurate hits on the base, 
belonging to Abu Moussa's faction 
in Fatah. (Abu Moussa broke with 
PLO chief Yasser Arafat last year. ) 

The planes appeared over Taai- 
baya, some 2& kilometres east of 
Shtura. at 11:45 a.m.. and military 
sources said the attack lasred only 10 
minutes. 

Targets of the attack were four 
huts and several medium -sized tents. 
According to the headquarters of

the Syrian force in the Bekaa and 
reports from Beirut, a screen of 
Syrian ground-to-air missiles was 
fired at the planes. 

According to one report from 
Beirut, which quoted eye-witnesses, 
a Palestinian and his wife and son 
were killed in the attack. 

Lebanon’s state radio said that 
civil-defence forces did not move 
into the base for several hours after 
the raid. 

The radio quoted the Beirut 
Police as explaining that the planes 
had dropped delayed-action bombs 
and they were exploding up to three 
hours after the raid. However, a 
military source here said regular 
bombs were used. 

In Sunday's attack in the same 
area, the planes hit a base belonging 
to the Democratic From for tbe 
Liberation of Palestine. 


The alternative in action 


The two strikes by the Israel Air 
Force in Lebanon Sunday and

The raids reflect this country's 
basic defence policy against terror- 
ism - deep strikes against terrorist 
concentrations wherever these may 
be organized, independent of any 
specific terrorist act. That Israel

- senior defence officials to be Israel's 
only alternative to remaining- in 
Lebanon. The two recent air strikes

drawal from the western sector of 
southern Lebanon draws closer, 
there is expected to be a rise in terror 
against Israeli forces in Lebanon and 
in Israeli reprisals. 

There are several reasons for the 
rise in terror. There are more Israeli 
vehicles on the roads engaged in the 
pullback of equipment and men 
from the area around Sidon; the 
inherent disorganization resulting 
from any such redeployment; many 
pro-Israeli elements have either 
been killed or have fled (the reports 
say that as many as 30 local inhabi- 
tants identified as sympathetic to

IDF combat units will continue to 
Tpaintain “routine operational activ- 
ity 1 ' in the Sidon-Litani area until the 
pullback, a military source said. 

- Meanwhile, in New York,

Council made public yesterday, ex- 
pressed his concern that the safety of 
Lebanese civilians be assured fol- 
lowing Israel's withdrawal. 


' Blit he said the Lebanese govern- 
ment had made no request that the 
UN undertake a further role in the 
• area. 

“I have made it clear to the 
Lebanese government that there are 
various possible forms of UN action 
which might be of constructive 
assistance to the Lebanese govern- 
ment." 

A UN spokesman emphasized 
that there was nothing further that 
the UN could do without the Beirut 
government’s assent. 

He reported that his principal aide 
on Middle East questions, Brian 
Urquhart, discussed with the Beirut 
government a number of options for 
a possible UN role during his recent 
visit to the area. 

“He (Urquhart) made it clear that 
any further UN role in Southern 
Lebanon would require a request 
from the Lebanese government and 
a decision by the Security Council.” 
Perez de Cuellar said. 


Soldier wounded in Sidon 


METULLA. - An Israeli soldier was 
lightly wounded yesterday in a gre- 
nade attack on a South Lebanon 
Army post in Sidon. 

- The soldier was treated on the 


spot and returned to his unit. 

A Katyusha rocket was fired early 
yesterday morning at an IDF post 
near Buij a-Shimali, east of Tyre. 
No one was hurt.

' Vrhe letter, without the usual person- 
it salutation, consisted of just a 
Single sentence. It read: “As you end 
your membership in the Atomic 
inergy Commission, accept my 
iks for your membership and 


your contributions, to its delibera- 
tions. (Signed) Shimon Peres." 

The letter, dated January 13, 
reached Ne'eman only yesterday, 
and according to the aide, there bad 
been no prior notice or indication 
that Ne'eman was to be dropped 
from the commission. 

Ne'eman, professor of nuclear 
physics at Tel Aviv Univeristy and 
dean of its physics department, has 
been a member of the commission 
since its inception in the 1960s. and 
had also served as its vice-chairman, 
the chairman always being the prime 
minister. 

Ne’eman is said to believe that he 
has been dismissed to m3ke room for 
a political appointee to be named by 
Peres.

Chance of weekend snow

BEIT DAGAN. - The duty 
weatherman at the meteorological 
station here yesterday warned that 
“we’re going from spring into winter 
in the next few days." 

Officially, The Jerusalem Past was 
told that a low-pressure system 
would cause cold air to flow in from 
Europe to our area starting tomor- 
row night and the change in weather 
would be felt on Thursday with rain 
and a drop in temperatures. The 
rains and cold weather will continue 
during the weekend, the weather- 
man said. 

From other sources at the 
Meteorological Institute, The Post 
learned that there is a chance that 
the weather will become quite stor- 


my with strong winds and maybe 
even snow during the weekend in 
Jerusalem and in the hills. 

Farmers in the South, who are 
now going through the second con- 
secutive year of drought, have 
already started plowing wheat fields 
where the plants withered because of 
lack of rain. 

The Agriculture Ministry spokes- 
man told The Post that the ministry's 
drought committee has started to 
meet. According to the findings of 
the committee, the government 
announces in May whether there has 
been a drought and to what extent. 
This official announcement is 
needed to decide how much govern- 
ment compensation should be 
granted to farmers. 


Terrorism in Europe is high 
on agenda for EC talks 


ROME (Reuter). - The wave of 
terrorist attacks against Nato targets 
throughout Western Europe in re- 
cent weeks is expected to be high on 
the agenda when European Com- 
munity foreign ministers meet here 
today, community diplomats said. 

The ministers are holding a one- 
day session on political cooperation, 
when they will turn their attention 
away from internal community prob- 
lems of finance and agriculture sub- 
sidies to wider political questions 
affecting the 10-nation grouping. 

Diplomats said the Middle East, 
the wave of what has been dubbed 
“Euroterrorism," East-West rela- 
tions. Africa and Central America 
were likely to be the main subjects 
discussed. 

A series of bombings and shoot- 
ings by left-wing extremist groups in 
Nato countries since December has 
alarmed alliance governments, who 
fear that a coordinated terrorist cam- 
paign could be under way. 

Italian officials said Italy's Foreign 


Minister Giulio Andreotti. the meet- 
ing's chairman, was expected to 
propose an informal meeting of com- 
munity interior ministers to discuss 
greater coordination between mem- 
ber countries' police and security 
services. 

Hitherto the community as such 
has only discussed terrorism carried 
out under diplomatic cover. 

The Middle East discussion will 
cover the general situation and what 
will happen after Israel carries out its 
phased withdrawal from South 
Lebanon, diplomats said. 

Italy, which now holds the com- 
munity's rotating presidency, has 
said it wishes the grouping to make a 
new initiative on the Middle East, 
but some other members, notably 
Britain, have so far shown only luke- 
warm support. 

The ministers will assess prospects 
for U.S. -Soviet disarmament talks, 
which resume next month more than 
a year after they were broken off by 
Moscow. 


Ramallah businessman held by police

The Ramallah businessman who 
was reported missing since his sche- 
duled return to Israel last Monday 
has been in police detention in Jeru- 
salem’s Russian Compound, the 
High Court of Justice was told 
yesterday by the authorities, accord- 
ing to Israel TV. 

The man, Fakhri Othman Mussa, 


was to have been met by relatives at 
Ben-Gurion Airport but he failed to 
appear. His wife on Sunday obtained 
a writ of habeas corpus from the 
High Court calling on the police and 
security services to produce evi- 
dence of his whereabouts. Yester- 
day. the court was told that he was 
taken into custody when his plane 
landed. 


Barrier placed on J’lem-TA tracks 


A stone barrier was yesterday laid 
on the tracks of the Jerusalem-Tel 
Aviv railway near Beit Safafa. The 
driver saw the obstacle in time, stop- 
ped the train and removed the 
stones, later reporting the incident 
to the police. 


At about the same time, stones 
were throw n at cars travelling on the 
JerusaJem-Ma'aie Adumim road. 
The police later arrested a 12-vear- 
old boy from the Shu’afat refugee 
camp who was found loitering near 
the spot. (Itim).

Washington. - President 

Ronald Reagan yesterday told 
visiting Saudi King Fahd that the 
U.S. would intensify its efforts to 
achieve progress “in the linger- 
ing dispute between Israel and 
her neighbours.". 

Welcoming the Saudi monarch at 
a formal arrival ceremony on the 
south lawn of the White House. 
Reagan declared: “I continue to be- 
lieve that a just and lasting settle- 
ment. based on United Nations 
Security Council Resolution 242. is 
within reach. 

"The security of Israel and other 
nations in the region - and the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinian people 
- can and should be addressed in 
direct negotiations. It is time to put 


this tragedy to rest and turn the page 
to a new and happier chapter." 

But the president, wearing a dark 
overcoat and white scarf under a 
sunny but chilly sky. did not outline 
any hew U.S. policy or course of 
action. He called for greater U.S.- 
Saudi cooperation in resolving 
the Arab-Israeli conflict and other 
conflicts in the region. 

At a White House briefing yester- 
day evening, a senior administration 
official told reporters that the U.S. 
was waiting for what he called "an 
Arab interlocutor" - a reference to 
King Hussein - to join in direct 
negotiations with Israel. 

The official said that neither the 
U.S. nor Saudi Arabia had yet re- 
ceived any information from Am- 
man on ihe latest talks between 
Hussein and the PLO. 


The official said the U.S. wanted 
to see "credible Palestinian repre- 
sentative:;* 1 join the negotiations 
with Israel. But he repeated U.S. 
opposition to any international con- 
ference that would include the PLO. 
He explained that this would be 
"political theatre" rather than a 
practical opportunity for progress. 

Secretary of State George Shultz, 
appearing earlier in the day on an 
American television programme, 
said the U.S. hoped to review the 
entire “strategic" picture in the Mid- 
dle East with Fahd. He said the king 
was coming as "a friend, nen a nego- 
tiator." 

Fahd. who arrived in Washington 
Sunday night and is scheduled to 
remain here until Friday, focused 
much of his formal statement on the

Hussein, Arafat agree on joint move 


AMMAN (Reuter). - King Hussein 
of Jordan and PLO chief Yasser 
Arafat yesterday agreed on the 
framework of their planned joint bid 
to achieve a "just and peaceful set- 
tlement" of the Palestinian issue, the 
official Jordanian news agency Petra 
said in Amman. 

It said the king and Arafat reached 
the agreement at a working lunch. 
But it gave no details beyond saying 
the two sides discussed "the "reality 
of the Palestine issue" in the Israel- 
administered territories and in the 
international arena. 


Hussein and Araft are due to to 
today to Algiers at the head of a 
large delegation for a working visit, 
the Algerian news agency APS re- 
ported. 

Hussein last November proposed 
a joint Jordanian-Palestinian peace 
effort based on UN Security Council 
Resolution 242 condemning the ac- 
quisition of land by force. 

The PLO in the past has rejected 
this resolution as inadequate, saying 
it deals only with the refugee ques- 
tion. and not with Palestinian self- 
determination and creation of an 


independent Palestinian state. 

Yesterday's meeting was attenJed 
by Crown Prince Hassan. Prime 
Minister Ahmed Obeidat and other 
Jordanian officials, the agency said. 
The PLO side included members of 
its executive committee. Arafat's 
military aide Khalil Wazir. and poli- 
tical adviser Hani Hassan. . 

Hussein and Arafat have pre- 
viously called for an international 
peace conference on Palestine spon- 
sored by the UN with the participa- 
tion of all parties, including the

Egypt said pushing joint PLO- Jordan move

WASHINGTON. - Egypt has been 
trying in recent weeks to forge a 
common strategy with Jordan and 
the PLO in advance of President 
Hosni Mubarak’s meeting with Pres- 
ident Ronald Reagan in Washington 
eariy next month. U.S. officials sulci 
yesterday. 


The Egyptian efforts are intended 
to get PLO chairman Yasser Arafat 
and Jordan's King Hussein to reach 
agreement on moving ahead jointly 


in the Arab-Israeli peace process, 
said the officials. 

Mubarak, they said, wants to be in 
a position to arrive in Washington 
with news of a “breakthrough". 

The Americans, however, remain 
skeptical that the Egyptians will con- 
vince Arafat and his PLO supporters 
to give a green light to King Hussein 
to represent them in direct negotia- 
tions with Israel. 

Arafat, in an interview just pub- 
lished in Newsweek magazine, 
hinted about some progress. He said 
that "the circumstances are good for 


peace." He insisted that he was not 
opposed to Hussein's taking the in- 
itiative in negotiations with Israel. 

"We accept United Nations re- 
solutions relevant to the Palestinian 
question." he said. But when asked 
to elaborate, he replied: "I prefer to 
leave it as it is.” 

■During a review of PI O forces last 
week in Baghdad, he said: “Our 
fighters are now training in the use of 
sophisticated weapons donated by 
the Iraqi Army. We will march one 
day to liberate Palestine from Israeli 
occupation."

Zamir. Police to probe PLP-Arafat meet

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
yesterday said he had asked the 
police to investigate all the partici- 
pants in the six-man delegation of 
the Progressive List for Peace (PLP) 
on the possibility they committed the 
crime of contact with an enemy 
agent when they met with PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat on Saturday 
night in Tunis. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Lev 
said the police had not received 
Zamir's request and lacked the re- 
sources to “investigate such meet- 


ings abroad." But the attorney- 
general said the police will investi- 
gate the matter and submit a report 
to him, most likely including a re- 
commendation on whether or not to 
prosecute. 

Zamir stated that he will decide 
whether to prosecute on the basis 
of the evidence submitted. 

Five Knesset members yesterday 
asked the Knesset House Commit- 
tee to "curtail the parliamentary 
immunity" of MKs Mohammed 
Miari and Matityahu Peled (PLP). 
contending that their meeting with 
Arafat constitutes treason. The two 
MKs, together with former MK and 


Haolam Hazeh editor Uri Avnery. 
returned to Israel Sunday night. 

The five MKs are all from the 
Likud - Haim Kaufman. Pinhas 
Goldstein. Miriam Glaser-Ta'asa. 
Yigal Cohen and David Magen. 

Asserting that the meeting with 
Arafat was "a very serious blow to 
the state and the Jewish people." 
Haim Druckman (Morashnj yester- 
day submitted an urgent motion for 
the Knesset agenda on “The need to 
react to the meeting with the arch- 
murderer Yasser Arafat." 

In a statement to reporters, the 
PLP said: “A PLP delegation has

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Falashas are Jews - no reason for conversion, says Netanya rabbi 


“The Falashas are Jews without a 
doubt and, as such, there is no 
question of their having to undergo 
any conversion ceremony whatsoev- 
er.” 

This is the view of Rabbi David 
Skwsh, tbe Sephardi chief rabbi of 
Netanya, who was appointed by tbe 
chief rabbis to chair a committee to 
study the status of the Ethiopian 
Jewish community. Shloush noted in 
an interview yesterday with The 
Jerusalem Post that he based his 
opinion on a similar ruling 500 years 
ago by a noted sa|e and on bis own 
studies of the community’s customs 
and traditions. 


He explained that be had been 
named head of the committee be- 
cause he had written a study of what 
could be fringe groups in Judaism, 
including the Karaites, the Bene 
Israel of India and the descendants 
of the Marranos. He added that 
similar questions could arise in the 
future concerning Reform Jews. 

Shloush, Whose study is adorned 
with a map of Israel and a copy of the 
Proclamation of Independence, said 
some rabbis have said it was possible 
that the Ethiopians might have inter- 
married with non-Jews. But he 
pointed out that 500 years ago. Rab- 
bi David Ben Zimra (known as Rad-

baz). a sage living in Egypt, had 
written there was no question about 
their Jewishness, an opinion reiter- 
ated by Rabbi Ya’acov Castro of 
Safad 50 years later. 

He added that the reason for the 
divergence in practices between the 
Ethiopians and other Jews resulted 
from their being cut off from the 
mainstream of Jewish life. 

But. he continued, they definitely 


have the basis of Judaism. He added 
that at one time there was a Jewish 1 
kingdom in Ethiopia, but they suf- 
fered a great defeat about 200 years 
ago and many were forced to convert 
to Christianity- Those who did not 
convert remained very firm in their 
faith. 

He noted that it was their practice, 
after going to the market and asso- 
ciating with non-Jews, to go to the 
river and bathe, in order to purify 
themselves. “If they did that," he 
asked, “how can we suspect that 
they married non-Jews?" 

Shloush recalled an incident last 
year during their annual holiday, the 


Siget, when they gathered at Mt. 
Zion. He arrived to find them dis- 
turbed and arguing among them- 
selves. 

He recalled that they explained to 
him that they could not pray on Mt. 
Zion because of the proximity of a 
church, and it was only after he 
assured them they were praying not 
towards the church, but towards the 
Temple Mount that they agreed to 
hold their festival. 

As to the ruling of Rabbi Moshe 
Feinstein. the Agudat Yisrael leader 
in the U.S., to the effect that the 
Ethiopians are not Jews, Shloush 
asks, “Who knew better, Feinstein 


in New York or Ben Zimr3 in Egypt? 
How can he question the Radbaz?" 

He noted that he would not object 
to the Ethiopians’ going for a ritual 
immersion just to satisfy the extrem- 
ists, if they themselves would agree 
to do so, which they do not. He 
added that, in any case, every 
woman goes to the mikveh and it is 
the custom of the Sephardim that 
every bridegroom does the same, 
making the issue superfluous. 

Regarding the possibility that 
their marriage ceremonies are in 
order but their divorces are not. thus 
creating the possibility that they are

Tuval worked for the Jeru- 
salem municipality's computer cen- 
tre. He is survived - by his wife and 
three children. 

Bareli was buried in the cemetery 
in Ramie. 

Complaints were heard at his 
funeral about the absence of any 
government representatives. 


Moda’i, MKs prepare to grapple over travel tax hike

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
will try today to persuade the coali- 
tion members of the Knesset Fi- 
nance Committee to approve the 
£200 increase in the travel tax and 
the introduction of a 15 per cent tax 
on foreign-travel tickets. 

■The committee was scheduled to 
vote on the new taxes yesterday, but 
it was decided at the behest of Align- 
ment MKs to meet Moda’i before 
voting. 

The delay in the votes has been 
caused bv the efforts of several com- 


mittee members to alter the tax 
proposal to reduce the burden on 
lower-income travellers. 

The Treasury reportedly is willing 
to accept a $150 levy if the commir- 
tee approves a 20 per cent tax on 
tickets. But an internal meeting 
yesterday by the committee's coali- 
tion members failed to reach any 
such accord. 

State Revenue Commissioner Yis- 
rael Baron yesterday told the com- 
mittee members that the proposed 
levies should reduce the amount 
spent by Israelis travelling abroad by 
£130 million, and should reduce the 


number of travellers by 15 per cent 
to 5S0.000. 

The commissioner said that not 
one of the alternative proposals of 
committee members would be as 
effective as the new raxes. 

The Treasury last night confirmed 
reports appearing earlier yesterday 
about a plan to forbid cash payments 
in large commercial transactions. 

A Treasury spokesman said that, 
according to the plan, payments in 
such transaction would be permitted 
only by cheque or credit card. This 
measure is intended to fight tax 


The spokesman added that this 
plan has not been officially discus- 
sed. but the ministry is seriously 
considering its implementation . 

Youth Aliya chairman Uri Gor- 
don said yesterday that the proposed 
S200 travel tax will not only work to 
the detriment of aliya from the West 
but will also decrease the number of 
Diaspora youngsters who come to 
Israel for a year of study. A hike in 
the tax will make it impossible for 
them to afford a trip back home to 
their parents during the year. 


Team to study problem of repaying linked mortgages

A team of experts has been 
appointed to examine repayment of 
mortgages by “eiigibles” in view of 
the two economic package deals. 
Construction and Housing Minister 
David Levy announced in the Knes- 
set yesterday.

(Shtnui), who said that while real 
wages have fallen, the loan repay- 
ments are fully linked.

One 
solution might be to link the mort- 
gage payments to the cost-of-living 
adjustment rather than to the index, 
he said. 


Levy granted that when he initi- 
ated the system in 1979, the assump- 
tion was that wages would rise or at 
least remain stable.

Israelis admit kidnapping 
crated Nigerian ex-minister 


LONDON (Reuter). - Three 
Israelis and a Nigerian pleaded guil- 
ty yesterday to kidnapping and chug- 


ging a fugitive Nigerian politician 
found in a Lagos-bound crate at a 


found in a Lagos-bound crate at a 
British airport last July. 

Prosecuting counsel at London's 
Old Bailey called it an "outrageous 
scheme” that nearly succeeded in 
smuggling ex-minister Umaru Dikko 
back borne to face charges of corrup- 
tion as Nigeria’s most wanted exile. 

The Central Criminal Court was 
told by the prosecutor that Nigerian 
defendant Mohammed Yusufu, 41. 
told the police that Nigeria’s senior 
diplomat in London at the time was 
involved in the plot. 

The Nigerian government denied 
any part in the kidnapping. 

Yusufu and the three Israelis - 
Alexander Barak. 27. Felix Abitbol, 
32. and Dr. Lev-Arie Shapiro. 44 - 
appeared in the top-security No. 2 
Court before Judge Sir AntHony 
McCowan. 

Dikko. transport minister in a 
government ousted in a military 
coup at the end of 1983. was kidnap- 
ped outside his London home last 
July 9 by Barak. Abitbol and 


another man still free, the prosecu- 
tor said. 

Prosecutor Roy Amlut said Dikko ■ 
was put in a wooden crate with 
Shapiro, who injected him with 
drugs. Barak and Abitbol hid in a 
second crate. Each was labelled “to 
Ministry of External Affairs, Feder- 
al Republic of Nigeria, Lagos.” 

The prosecutor said Barak told 
the police that rich Nigerian friends 
contacted him in New York last year 
with an offer of “business advan- 
tages” and all expenses if he brought 
Dikko back to Lagos safe and well. 

Barak recruited Tunisian-born 
Abitbol and Shapiro, a doctor with 
experience in anaesthetics, to help in 
the operation. 

Shapiro told the police that Barak 
promised him thousands of dollars 
and said the job would benefit Israel. 
He agreed to take part because he 
thought Barak was a member of the 
Israeli secret service. 

Amlot said the prosecution 
accepted that Shapiro believed this, 
but added: “In fact, there is no evi- 
dence to suggest that the Israeli 
secret service was involved.” 


Zamir, Shahal try to stop 
new Sharon appointments

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zam ir 
and Energy Minister Moshe Shahai 
are working in parallel to ensure that 
the appointments in state corpora- 
tions planned by Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon will be autho- 
rized only if they conform strictly to 
the law. 

Zamir will give Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres his opinion on the 
legality of Sharon’s planned appoint- 
ments by the end of the week. 
Yesterday, Shahal sent Zamir a legal 
opinion drafted by his staff and a 
proposal Shahal intends to submit to 
next Sunday’s cabinet session. 

Shahal asked Zamir to take any 
necessary action to ensure that the 
meeting of the board of the directors 
of Chemicals and Fertilizers this 
afternoon does not approve the 
appointment of Eliezer Marin, a 
Sharon protege, as deputy director- 
general for manpower. 

Shahal noted that the proposal to 
appoint Marin did not accord with 
Peres’s request at Sunday's cabinet 


meeting that ministers make no 
further appointments in state cor- 
porations until the attorney-general 
submits his legal opinion on the issue 
to the Cabinet. 


A petition against Sharon and the 
chairman of the Deshanim Com- 
pany, a subsidiary of Israel Chemic- 
als. opposing the appointment of a 
deputy director of manpower at De- 
shanim is to be heard by a panel of 
three justices in the High Court of 
Justice, Justice Shoshana Netanyahu 
decided yesterday. 

The petitioners, 29 senior workers 
at the company, argue that Sharon's 
original request for the creation of 
the post and the appointment had 
been rejected by the board of direc- 
tors of Israel Chemicals. A month 
later, the petitioners contend, Shar- 
on asked the board to change its 
position. This time, the board com- 
plied. 

The petitioners assert that the 
position is unnecessary and that the 
appointment was forced on the com- 
pany by Sharon.

The refusal of Habash and Hawat- 
meh to throw in their lot with Ara- 
fat’s Syrian-backed opponents in the 
PLO has robbed these opponents of 
any possibility of presenting them- 
selves as a credible political alterna- 
tive - something that would change 
substantially were the two radical 
leaders to change their position. 

It appears that only a clear indica- 
tion from Washington that a serious

Shamir: No gain from Reagan-Fahd talks

Vice Premier and Foreign Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Shamir said yesterday 
that the meeting between King Fahd 
of Saudi Arabia and U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan could not bring a 
solution to the problems of the Mid- 
dle East any closer. 

"Progress can come only if Israel 
and the'Arabs talk directly,” Shamir 
told three U.S. congressmen, James 
Scheuer (Democrat. NY). Dan Bur- 
ton (Republican. Indiana) and Ro- 
ber Roe (Democrat. N J.), who cal- 
led on him at his office in the Knes- 
set. 

Later Shamir met with Swedish 
Defence Minister Andreas Theun- 
berg. He told Thevmberg tha,t PLO 
chairman Yasser Arafat might try to 


negotiate with the Shi'ites in south- 
ern Lebanon to form a joint terror 
structure operating against Israel af- 
ter the Israel Defence Forces' with- 
drawal. 


Scheuer. who with his two col- 
leagues called on Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres, told Peres that Israel 
has a better image in the U.S. today 
than it ever had before. 

Scheuer said the U.S. was espe- 
cially anxious to see whether Israel 
could evolve a healthier economic 
policy. 

Peres replied that Israel did not 
need U.S. aid to improve the stan- 
dard of living but in order to make 
sure it. remained "a fighting demo-

Palestinian question. He also called 
for an Israeli withdrawal from Leba- 
non. 

“Mr. President.’’ Fahd said, "the 
majority of the Arab countries 
gained their freedom and independ- 
ence with the exception of one peo- 
ple - the Palestinian people who 
committed no wrong that could jus- 
tify what has befallen them. The 
Palestinians, who were never aggres- 
sors or invaders, found themselves, 
through no fault of their own. the 
victims of unjust aggression. 

"The Palestinian question is the 
single problem that is of paramount 
concern to the whole Arab nation 
and affects the relations of its peo- 
ples and countries with the outside 
world. It is the one problem that is 
the root cause of instability and 
turmoil in the region." 

Fahd. reading from a prepared 
text expressed hope that the Reagan 
Administration "will support the 
just cause of the Palestinian peo- 
ple.” 

The two men and their aides went 
into the White House immediately 
after the 20-minute ceremony for 
their one scheduled working session. 
Last night, the president hosted a 


state dinner for Fahd at the White 
House. 

In his remarks, Reagan repeatedly 
praised the "warm, personal" rela- 
tions between leaders of the U.S. 
and Saudi Arabia - "a tradition 
which began 40 years ago this week 
when King Fahd’s father (King Ibn 
Saud) and President Franklin 
Roosevelt met to exchange views.” 

The president noted that Saudi 
Arabia is one of America’s largest 
trading partners today. "The com- 
mercial and economic power that we 
exert in the world spurs enterprise 
and bolsters stability,” Reagan said. 
"I’d like to take this opportunity to 
express admiration for the responsi- 
ble manner in which Saudi Arabia 
has conducted its economic affairs. 
King Fahd and other Saudi leaders, 
conscious of the global impact of 
their financial and economic deci- 
sions, have earned our respect and 
gratitude.” 

Reagan also drew attention to 
other problems in the Middle East 
other than the Arab-Israel conflict. 
He praised Saudi efforts to assist the 
“freedom fighters.’ resisting the 
Soviet occupation in Afghanistan. 
He also spoke of the need to end the 
Iran-Iraq war.

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Mapam, CRM won’t attack each other in Histadrut election

TEL AVIV'. - Mapam and the 
Citizen’s Rights Movement have 
agreed not to attack each other dur- 
ing the Histadrut election campaign. 
C-RM sources said yesterday. 

■ The background to the agreement 
is the growing movement to unite the 
two parties in a left-wing bloc. The 
movement gained considerable im- 
petus on Sunday with the election of 
Elazar’Granot. a strong proponent 
of unity, as Mapam secretary- 
general. 

Despite the budding unity. 
Mapam will contest the elections in 
partnership with the Labour Partv. 
while the CRM will field a separate 
list for the first time. Knesset mem- 


ber Ran Cohen, who headed the 
Shell list in tbe previous elections, 
will lead the CRM this time. 

Cohen said yesterday that he ex- 
pected the CRM to pick up between 
4 and 5 per cent of the vote. He 
added that his party had proposed to 
Mapam that they field joint lists for 
the labour-council elections in areas 
where Mapam intends to run separ- 
ately from Labour. 

The Independent Liberal faction, 
which received 1.8 per cent of the 
vote in 1981, is expected to run with 
the .Alignment this rime. The faction 
supported tbe Alignment proposal 
to raise the minimum-vote require- 
ment from 1 to 2 per cent at last 
week’s meeting of the Histadrut 
council. 


The Alignment is setting up its 
election headquarters. Education 
and Culture Department chairman 
Nahum Fassa will head the informa- 
tion and publicity effort, in conjunc- 
tion with Co-op managing-director 
Benny Gaon. Central Committee 
member Gideon Ben- Yisrael is re- 
portedly in the running for treasurer 
of the campaign - and Histadrut 
treasurer if the incumbent, Natan 
Almoslino, leaves the post, as ex- 
pected, after the elections. 

Fassa and Ben-Yisrael are among 
the central committee members who 
will have to get the support of 60 per 
cent of the members of the Labour 
Party central committee to run for a 
third term. 

Some 1.4 million workers are 


eligible to vote on Tuesday. May 13. 
in the elections for the 1.501- 
member Histadrut convention, 
which will meet within two or three 
months of tbe poll. The convention 
will then choose the 501-member 
council and the 130-meraber execu- 
tive. The executive, which functions 
as the Histadrut’s "parliament." will 
choose the central committee, which 
is composed of members of the rul- 
ing coalition onlv. 

The Aligraent won some 62 per 
cent of the vote in 1981. to the 
Likud's 27 per cent. Alignment 
strategists hope to raise their share 
of the vote to 66 per cent. thus J 
guaranteeing the Alignment the 
necessary two-thirds majority to 
make constitutional changes. 


Stef Wertheimer to pay his workers’ taxes for 3 months

HAIFA. - The boss will pay his 
workers’ income tax and expects to 
recoup it on increased production at 
the Iscar hard-metal tools factories 
in Nahariya and neighbouring 
Tefen. 

Iscar owner Stef Wertheimer, who 
inaugurated his “think positive” 
scheme yesterday, told The Jeru- 
salem Post that he intends to prove 
that the ebunny could only gain by 
flaring export workers from inhibit- 
ing taxation. 

He will pay all income taxes up to 
S500 per month for the 600 em- 
ployees (including administration 
and” maintenance workers) in the 
two factories for three months. 

He expects this to cost him 
$100,000 a month and in return to 
get the workers to increase produc- 
tion by 5 to 10 per cent. 

Wertheimer said he had no prob- 
■lem marketing the firm's $60 million

worth of annual production, of 
which 90 per cent are exported. 
“We’ve got the overseas markets, 
and recently orders went up by 35 
per cent, mostly from Japan." 

He stressed that this is a trial 


scheme and said he hoped that it 
would prove to the government that 
“this is the way to close the country’s 
trade gap.” 

He noted that Israel has 60.000 
workers in export industries that 
earn the country $5 billion in foreign 
currency annually. 

“If we’re really serious and want 
more Iscars rather than Atas (the 
bankrupt textile firm), then we must 
double the number of export- 
industry workers to double ex- 
ports.” 

“1 believe that we can get Israelis 
to work in industry if it's made worth 
their while. Exempting them from 
income tax for at least a few years is a 
good way to start.” he believed. 

If the scheme were applied to all 
export industries, the tax loss would 
amount to SL20m. a year, he said. 

He had decided to take the plunge 
“because the government and the 
Knesset are too busy with Lebanon 
and successive package deals to start 


some positive thinking.” 

He was aware that other branches 
of the economy, such as farming and 
hotels, would also want to get on the 
bandwagon. “I think it may be very 
difficult to gauge their export shares 
for tax purposes, bul l am an indus- 
trialist and want the start to be made 
in industry. It can’t be beyond our 
wise men to work out which factories 
export enough to qualify for the 
exemption, and once the scheme 
gets rolling and proves itself, the 
others can he admitted." 

Wertheimer said he had the tacit 
approval of the Histadrut for his 
experiment. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Moda’i 
yesterday expressed his general sup- 
port for Wertheimer's scheme, and 
said that his ministry was reviewing 
the tax burden with a view to lighten- 
ing it. especially for the export indus- 
tries. However, this would be con- 
ditional on maintaining the current 
level of state tax revenue.

Hunt launched for Ethiopians 
with ‘ Jewish-less’ ID cards

The Absorption Ministry has be- 
gun a nationwide search for Ethio- 
pian olim who were issued identity 
cards in which the space indicating 
national group ( le’om ) was left blank 
and not filled in “Jewish.” 

The discovery of the omission 
comes against the background of 
complaints by the Ethiopian olim 
over doubts cast on their Jewishness. 

According to the ministry, the 
only Ethiopian Jews who could be 
affected are those who arrived be- 
fore last December. The Interior 
Ministry maintains that all Ethiopian 
olim have had “Jewish” marked as 
their national group in their identity 
cards. But Absorption Mimster 
Ya’cov Tsur has learned to the con- 
trary. 

During a meeting with Ethiopian 
olim last week. Tsur heard com- 
plaints that they are not accepted as 
authentic Jews. The minister assured 
them that they were. But several said 
that they were not even listed as Jews 
by national group in tbeir identity- 
cards. 


One youngster. Getacho 
(Shmuel) Golash. showed Tsur his 
identity card, in which the space 
marked national group was left 
blank. There are reportedly many 
more such instances. 

This week the minister instructed 
deputy directors-general Ephraim 
Cohen and Yehoshua Kahana to 
organize a search for improperly 
prepared identity cards. Directors of 
all absorption centres where Ethio- 
pian newcomers are living are perso- 
nally to check all identity cards. 
Other officials will visit Ethiopians 
living in permanent apartments. 

The Absorption Ministry does not 
know whether the omission was the 
result of an error or part of Interior 
Ministry policy at the time. Some 
rabbis have argued rhar the Ethio- 
pians should not be considered Jews 
until they undergo ritual immersion. 
Others have demanded that the men 
also undergo token circumcision. 

The faulty identity cards, sealed in 
plastic, must be replaced. 

No comment was available from 
the Interior Ministry. 


Gem thief gets nine years, jewels still missing 


A 22-year-old Neranya man was 
sentenced by the Tel Aviv District 
Court to nin6 years’ imprisonment 
yesterday for robbing two diamond- 
polishing plants in Netanya. 

The man, Nissim Cohen, who par- 
ticipated in the 1982 robberies with 
several accomplices, had made off 


with S330.G00 worth of stolen gems, 
none of which have been recovered 
by police. 


During one of the heists, a scuffle 
with a loaded pistol almost led to a 
shooting, contributing to the sever- 
ity of the sentence.

Burg infuriated by 'council on funding 7

Religious Affairs Minister Yosef 
Burg yesterday angrily dismissed a 
proposal by two other ministers that 
allocations for yeshivot and other 
religious institutions should be de- 
cided on and supervised by a council 
on the lines of tbe Council for Higher 
Education. • 

The proposal was put to Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres by Education 
Minister Yitzhak Navon and by 
Communications Minister Amnon 
Rubinstein. 

Cabinet Secretary Yosef Beilin 
passed tbe proposal on for comment 
on Sunday to Burg. Interior Minister 
Yitzhak Peretz, and Finance Minis- 
ter Yitzhak Moda’i. 

Burg told The Jerusalem Post that 
the proposal amounts to “a vote of 
no-confidence in the minister perso- 
nally and in his ministry.” 

Burg said: “It's a political move to 
interfere in the operations of the 
Religious Affairs Ministry. I won't 
have it. Did I suggest that the educa- 
tion minister was not overseeing the 
allocation of funds to schools in a 


proper manner? Did I propose that 
there should be political interference 
in the work of the Education Minis- 
try? After the two ministers prop- 
osed their council idea. I have every 
grounds for probing their affairs and 
calling for a vote of no confidence in 
them.” 

Burg reminded The Post that the 
system of allocating funds to yeshi- 
vot according to tbe number of stu- 
dents enrolled had been approved 
recently by Attorney-General Yit- 
zhak Zamir. 

He told The Post; “The attorney- 
general went out of his way to praise 
this criterion. This should have been 
published in Reshumot (the official 
gazette) for all to see. I can't under- 
stand whv it hasn't been published 
yet." 

When The Post pointed out that 
these allocations account for only 80 
per cent of all such money to reli- 
gious educational institutions, 
whereas another 20 per cent are 
allocated according to the number of 
Knesset members in the various reli- 
gious Knesset factions, Burg said: 
“It’s time to stop allocating funds 


according to the number of MKs. I 
don't agree with the system and I 
never did. I never attended any- 
meeting at which such matters were 
even discussed." 

Burg said: "State funds for reli- 
gious educational and cultural in- 
stitutions and yeshivot should go 
through a ministry according to the 
approved criteria, and the minister 
in charge should bear full public and 
parliamentary responsibility for the 
proper allocation of those funds. 

“As- for haiing a public council - 
by no means!” 

The Post understands that Navon 
and Rnbinstein decided individually 
to propose the same public council 
following reports about allocations 
based on the number of MKs in each 
religions faction, and not because of 
the routine grants to yeshivot based 
on the enrolment. 


At the Interior Ministry, in the 
bureau of Minister Peretz who also 
got the same letter from the cabinet 
secretary, nobody seemed to be 
aware that such a letter existed, or 
what it could signify. 


Israel, Holland sign social-benefits treaty

The Netherlands and Israel have 
signed a reciprocal social-insurance 
treaty providing comprehensive 
coverage for citizens of either coun- 
try who work in the other. 

The new treaty, which was ratified 
by the cabinet on Sunday, includes 
virtually any social benefit provided 
in both countries, such as for old age. 
survivorship, disability, maternity, 
work accidents, children and unem- 
ployment payments. 


Labour and Social Affairs Minis- 
ter Moshe Katsav told the cabinet 
that there is “no comparison'’ be- 
tween this treaty and any other Israel 
has with another country. It applies 
not only to Dutch Jews settling' in ' 
Israel but also to Israelis who livecf in ’ 
Holland temporarily either as post- 
World War II Jewish refugees en 
route to Israel dr foreign workers, 
Katsav noted. 

An Israeli citizen receiving a dis- 
ability pension from Holland, whose 
medical condition worsens in Israel. 


will now be eligible for increased 
benefits. Also, an Israeli who has 
worked at least 100 days in Holland 
can now receive unemployment 
compensation there in accordance' 
with benefits granted in Israel . 

In a pro vision designed’to prevent 
duplicate payments, it was decided 
that child allowances will be paid by 
the country in which the children 
live. 

Katsav added that he hopes simi- 
lar treaties will be worked out with 
other countries. 



Forged dollars 

A Petah Tikva man, aged 35, was 
arrested yesterday on suspicion of 
holding $400 in counterfeit U.S. 
banknotes. 

The man was arrested by detec- 
tives initially on suspicion of con- 
ducting illegal foreign-currency 
deals in S derot Ben Zion in Tel 
Aviv. The bills were impounded and 
the man was relased on bail. 


New beer factory 
The cornerstone was laid yester- 
day in Yerobam of the Zvi Boren- 
stein Beer Industries factory. The 
beer-bottling plant, to be completed 
within a year, will employ 200 work- 
ers when fully operational. 

At the ceremony. Negev Phos- 
phates director Daniel Yakir said 
that his company wishes “to adopt 
Yeroham” and give vocational train- 
ing to the town's unemployed. 

Golda Meir Prize 
Na’amat last night awarded the 
first annual Golda Meir Memorial 
Prize to Ida Nudel, for her courage 
as a Prisoner of Zion, and to Yael 
Bin ya mini- Levine, for her imagina- 
tion and initiative as principal of the 
Givat Gonen School in Jerusalem, 
which educates in the spirit of 
Labour movement values. Bank 
Hapoalim. which awards the prizes 


of $5,000 each, has opened an 
account in Ida Nudel’s name; 
Levine’s prize will go to the school. 

New factory rules 

In a move to increase industrial 
production and stem unemploy- 
ment, the minister of labour and 
social affairs this week announced he 
will permit factories to operate three 
shifts without the required rotation 
of workers. 

“In a time of unemployment, it is 
essential and imperative to try to 
exhaust every possibility for employ- 
ment,” Minister Moshe Katsav told 
senior ministry officials on Sunday. 
He had decided to act, he said, in 
response to many requests by indus- 
trialists .who feel the law prevents 
them from achieving their frill pro- 
ductive potential. 

Peace Now Rally 
■ The Peace Now Movement is to 
hold a rally Saturday night marking 
the second anniversary of the mur- 
der of Emil Grunzweig. The rally, 
opposite the Prime Minister's Office 
in Jerusalem - where Grunzweig was 
killed - is to start at 6:30 p.m. The 
demonstrators will call for abandon- 
ment of the “policy of force" that 
Peace Now said led to tbe war in 
Lebanon, Jewish terrorism, and 
Grunzweig's murder. 


Congress on German defeat 
More than five thousand guests 
from abroad are expected to attend 
the congress marking the fortieth 
anniversary of the defeat of Nazi 
Germany, to be held here in May, 
congress organizers announced 
yesterday.- They will include Jewish 
war veterans and partisan^ as well as 
non- Jewish personalities, such as 
tbe grandsons of Winston Churchill 
and Franklin Delano Roosevelt, 
the mayor and governor of New 
York, retired generals and many 
others.

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UK official cleared of breaking secrecy laws 


LONDON (Reuter). - A top de- 
fence official who embarrassed the 
government by giving secret docu- 
ments about the Falklands war to an 
opposition politician was cleared 
yesterday of breaking secrecy laws. 

After a two- week trial, held partly 
in secret, the jury acquitted Clive 
Ponting of a charge under a 191 1 law 
forbidding civil servants to pass in- 
formation to an unauthorized per- 
son. 

Ponting. a star administrator who 
had been personally praised by 
Prime Minister Thatcher, had 
pleaded that he leaked the docu- 
ments because he felt a duty to 
expose a government cover-up. 

The case was seen as a test of the 
controversial secrecy laws, and 
Ponting’s supporters greeted the 
verdict with cheers. “This is fantas- 


tic." said his lawyer. 

The leaked documents concerned 
the sinking oF the Argentine warship 
General Belgrano by a British sub- 
marine in May. 1982. 

They showed that the cruiser had 
been heading for home for 11 hours 
before it was torpedoed, contradict- 
ing government contentions that it 
threatened British forces. 

Ponting. 38. posted them to 
opposition Labour Party parlia- 
mentarian Tam Dalyell, who has 
pursued a long campaign to prove 
the government ordered the Belgra- 
no to be sunk because it wanted to 
wreck a Peruvian peace initiative. 

He headed a ministry department 
overseeing naval operations and 
compiled the full internal account of 
the Belgrano incident, a report so 


closely guarded it was known as the 
‘■crown jewels." 

It was while this report was read to 
the jury that the court was cleared 
for secret hearings. 

Ponting told the court he leaked 
the papers after deciding that minis- 
ters. including Defence Secretary 
Michael Heseltine. were concealing 
facts to protect the government's 
reputation and their own. 

When the jury foreman read the 
verdict. Ponting’s eyes widened. 
Smiling, he left the dock to hug his 
lawyer and his wife. 

“I did what I believed was the 
right thing last July and despite all 
the pressures from the prosecution 
in the handling of this case. 12 ordin- 
ary people have shown me to be 
right." he told reporters. 


Thatcher aiming for record incumbency 


LONDON (AP). - Prime Minister 
Margaret Thatcher, celebrating her 
10th anniversary as leader of the 
Conservative Party, said yesterday 
she hoped to lead the nation into the 
1990s. 

“The next anniversary, one would 
hope, would be 10 years as prime 
minister." said Thatcher, who came 
to power as Britain's first woman 
prime minister in 1979. "I would like 
that very much." 

Thatcher. 59. who was re-elected 
by a landslide in June. 1983, pre- 
vious! v has hinted that she would 


seek a third five-year term. Under 
Britain's parliamentary govern- 
ment. she must call the next election 
by June. 19S$ 

. However, a poll published by the 
Sunday Times indicated that Thatch- 
er's popularity has slumped to its 
lowest level since before the 1982 
Falklands war, and the Conserva- 
tives are now running even with the 
main opposition Labour Party. 

Posing for photographers at her 10 
Downing St. office, the prime minis- 
ter said that under her leadership the 
Conservative Partv had tackled 


many long-neglected problems. 

"We still have the very difficult 
one of unemployment." Thatcher 
conceded. “Strikes and industrial 
disputes don't help." she said in 
apparent reference to Britain's min- 
ers' strike, which enters its 12th 
month today. 

Thatcher, who replaced former 
prime minister Edward Heath as 
party leader a year after the Con- 
servatives lost the 1974 general elec- 
tion, said the party leadership was "a 
fantastic opportunity which just 
came along.

Defector claims 
hundreds of Soviet 
spies in New York 

NEW YORK (Reuter). - More then 
350 Soviet citizens living in New 
York are either spies or under the 
influence of the KGB secret police, 
according to Soviet defector Arkady 
Shevchenko, who spied for the LLS. 
while he was an undersecretary- 
general of the UN. 

"It is probably no exaggeration to 
count over half the 700 "Soviets in 
New York City as either full-time 
spies or co-opts under orders or 
influence of the KGB or GRU 
(military intelligence) Shevchenko 
wrote in this week's Time magazine. 

Shevchenko, who fed Soviet sec- 
rets to U.S intelligence while work- 
ing at the UN between 1975 and 
197S. said the KGB's intelligence 
apparatus surpassed the combined 
operations of all western nations. 

"Besides more then 100.000 pro- 
fessionals. the KGB has a specially 
trained elite army of roughly 500.000 
equipped with the latest weapons, 
tanks and artillery." wrote Shev- 
chenko. the highest ranking Soviet 
to defect since World War II. 

•'They include highly developed 
sabotage units and special purpose 
forces.” 

Shevchenko said the KGB per- 
vades every level of Soviet life. 
"Even the top men are constrained 
bv the KGB." he said. 


Blacklist stymies 
UN’s plans for 
fundraising show 

NEW YORK (AP). - A star- 
studded concert to raise funds for the 
UN’s African famine-relief efforts 
may have to be delayed because 
some scheduled performers are on 
the UN blacklist for having per- 
formed in South Africa. 

The UN’s Committee against 
Apartheid has singled out Austra- 
lian singer Helen Reddy, the British 
rock group Queen, and Americans 
Frank Sinatra. Ray Charles, Linda 
Ronstadt. Dolly Parton, Johnny 
Mathis. Liberace, the Beach Boys 
and Glenn Campbell as past trans- 
gressors of the UN ban. 

A spokesman for the UN famine- 
relief fund said: “We have been 
getting offers from musicians to par- 
ticipate in the concert, but we are 
still waiting to hear from one who 
isn't on the apartheid list." 


Numeiri orders freed 
moderate re-arrested 

GENEVA (Reuter). - A Sudanese 
opponent of President Ja'afar 
Mohamed Numeiri who was re- 
prieved from a sentence of death last 
month after repenting has been re- 
arrested, 3n official of a Sudanese 
exile groupsaid here yesterday. 

Shawgi Mallassi, secretary- 
general of Amnesty Sudan, told a 
news conference that Abdel Latih 
Ibrahim had been sent back to jail 
because Numeiri did not like state- 
ments he made on television after his 
reprieve. 

Ibrahim was one of four followers 
of moderate leader Mahmoud 
Mohamed Taha who were sentenced 
to death hut later reprieved after 
repenting following the public hang- 
ing of Taha on January 18. Taha was 
convicted of heresy and provoking 
opposition to the government. 


Nine die, lOOiurt 
in Delhi wedding fire 

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - At least 
nine persons - six children and three 
women were killed and more then 
J00 injured in a fire at a wedding 
ceremony in north Delhi. 

The police said the fire broke out 
late Sunday night and the cause was 
not yet known. 

The death toll was expected to 
rise, they added. 


3 Chinese prisoners 
win rare freedom 

PEKING, (Reter). - Three prison- 
ers were released from a remote 
labour camp in western China after 
helping recapture four other inmates 
who killed several persons while 
trying to escape, the China Daily 
said yesterday. 

They have been sent back to their 
homes" in Peking and given new jobs 
and residence permits, the newspap- 
er said. 

It is rare for Chinese prisoners to 
return to big cities after serving time 
in penal camps. Even when released, 
many cannot easily get essential per- 
mits and then remain exiles. 

Cyprus tightens security 
after Shi’ite threats 

NICOSIA (AP).-The Cyprus Gov- 
ernment is intensifying security' mea- 
sures following threats by the 
Lebanese Shiite "Black Brigade” 
group to attack Cypriot installations, 
the government spokesman said 
yesterday. 

Lebanon's Voice of Lebanon 
radio, controlled by the Phalange 
party, said Saturday it had received a 
call from a man claiming to represent 
the Black Brigade and threatening 
attacks on Cypriot targets, unless the 
Cypress government released two 
imprisoned Black Brigade men. 

The threat came after Cyprus re- 
jected a demand for the release of 
the two men made by Black Brigade 
gunmen who seized a Cyprus Air- 
ways airliner at Beirut Airport last 
Thursday. 

The two Lebanese were arrested 
in June 19S3 after hijacking an airlin- 
er chartered by the Libyan Govern- 
ment ■ 


S. African pupils trash 

town in latest protest 


JOHANNESBURG (Reuter). - 
South African policemen fired rub- 
ber bullets and tear gas at about 
5.000 black high-school students 
who rampaged through a township 
yesterday, setting houses and vehi- 
cles on fire, a police spokesman said. 

He said the pupils poured onto the 
streets of Seeisoville township in the 
Orange Free State province, about 
200 kilometres south of Johannes- 
burg. overturning vehicles and set- 
ting*lhem entire. 

The spokesman said baton- 
wielding policemen charged the stu- 
dents after they burned a schoolmas- 
ter’s house, the mayor's car and 
several shops. 

He said there were no immediate 
reports of casualties or arrests in the 
incident, the latest in a series of 
protests by blacks against low educa- 
tional standards. 

In Johannesburg, veteran 78- year- 
old anti-apartheid campaigner 
Helen Joseph was convicted yester- 


day of demonstrating in a South 
African court by singing and giving a 
black-power salute. 

Joseph was fined 400 rand (S200) 
and her lawyer said she and three 
other persons convicted with her and 
fined the same amount intended to 
appeal. 

The convictions were only tne 
second under the Demonstration in 
Court Act of 1982 and followed an 
incident at the trial in September 
1983 of Carl Niehaus and Johanna 
Laurens on high treason charges. 

Joseph, a British-born widow, is a 
so-called "listed person" who by law 
cannot be quoted in South Africa. 
She was first banned for five years in 
1957. restricting her movements and 
political activities, but the curbs 
were later relaxed. 

Niehaus. a young white clergy- 
man. and his fiancee Laurens were 
jailed for links with the outlawed 
African National Congress, which is 
pledged to overthrow white- 
minority rule in South Africa. 


Chinese arms firm reports 
export sales totalling $1.6b. 

The attaches said Norinco is be- 
coming an important competitor in a 
market where the idea of. for exam- 
ple.

The others cover missile program- 
mes. ships, electronics and aeros- 
pace and are grouped under the 
China New Era (Xinshidai) Com- 
pany. 

New Era export manager Li Xin 
told a western publication. Interna- 
tional Defence Digest it would not 
be wrong to suppose that two main 
aims of the arms-export policy are to 
earn foreign exchange and gain ex- 
perience to help China's own con- 
ventional arms industry. 

Li said Asia and Latin America 
are current primary sales targets. 


PEKING (Reuter). - China's main 
armaments firm became the coun- 
try's fifth largest export earner last 
year, a new Chinese business paper 
said yesterday. # 

International Business, publishing 
figures for the China North Indus- 
tries Corporation (Norinco) for the 
first time, said it made $1.66 billion 
in 19S4 sales or 6.8 per cent of total 
exports. 

Norinco advertises its wide range 
of personnel weapons and armoured 
fighting vehicles in foreign defence 
magazines. 

Its products are generally simple 
but effective and are sold at a sub- 
stantial discount on sophisticated 
western weapons, foreign military 
attaches said. 

China directs its arms trade mainly 
at the Third World, supplying Pakis- 
tan. Egypt. North Korea and several 
other Middle Eastern and African 
countries. 


Violence mars anniversary 
of Kashmir leader’s death 


NEW DELHI (Reuter). - One per- 
son was killed and 50 were injured in 
India's Himalayan state of Jammu 
and Kashmir yesterday when vio- 
lence flared on the first anniversary 
of the execution of Kashmir separat- 
ist leader Maqbool Butt. 

Bomb blasts and clashes between 
police forces and demonstrators 
marked the anniversary of the death 
of Burt, who helped to found the 
secessionist Jammu and Kashmir Li- 
beration Front (JKLF) to campaign 
for a united and independent Kash- 
mir. 

One person died when policemen 
opened fire to disperse an angry 
crowd throwing stones at vehicles in 
Srinagar, the state capital, the Press 
Trust of India (PTI) news agency 
reported. 

Trouble started when people 
mourning the death of Butt tried to 
force shopkeepers in Srinagar to 


observe a day-long general strike to 
mark the anniversary. 

At least 50 persons were injured in 
ensuing clashes, PTI said. 

India controls two thirds of Kash- 
mir while Pakistan holds the rest. 
The' two nations have fought two 
wars over Kashmir. 

Butt was hanged in New Delhi for 
two murders a year ago yesterday. 
Eight days earlier a Kashmiri ex- 
tremist group demanding his release 
kidnapped and killed Indian diplo- 
mat Ravindra Kumar Mhatre in En- 
gland. 

Five men were sentenced to im- 
prisonment by an English court over 
the abduction and killing last week, 
two of them for life. 

At least three persons were in- 
jured when a bomb exploded at a bus 
station in Jammu and Kashmir, PTI 
reported. Another explosion dam- 
aged the house of N.K. Ganjoo, the 
judge who sentenced Butt to death. 


15 die as Britain freezes over 


LONDON (Reuter). - Deep-freeze 
temperatures, affecting much of 
Euiope for the second time this 
winter, caused at least 15 deaths in 
Britain and froze the sea off Den- 
mark. 

Strong easterly winds and blizzaFd 
conditions caused chaos throughout 
Britain at the weekend. Four railway 
workers died in South Wales yester- 
day when a train ran into a work 
party clearing snow, railway spokes- 
men said. 

Yesterday nine persons died in a 
motorway pile-up in central England 
on a surface of sheet ice. A 'boy 
drowned in a fell through ice and a 
youth died in a car crash on an icy ■ 
road. 

Denmark and Sweden could soon 
be joined by ice across the eight 


kilometre. Oere Sound if freezing 
weather, with temperatures as low as 
minus 20 centigrade, continues, 
Danish coastguards said yesterday. 

Around Stockholm, icebreakers 
battled to free ships trapped in the 
ice and officials said navigation in 
the northern Baltic was impossible 
except in convoys. 

In what they called the most se- 
vere winter of the decade, weather- 
men said temperatures in the north- 
ern Baltic averaged minus-25 to 
minus-30 centigrade and there was a 
strong arctic wind. 

In Norway, the health authorities 
told parents to keep babies indoors 
to avoid damaging lung tissue as 
temperatures plummeted to a 19- 
year low of minus-25 degrees centi- 
grade in Oslo. 


One-ton WW II bomb exploded in F.nglanr) 

SHEFFIELD (Reuter). - Army bomb experts on Sunday neutralized a 
one-ton German bomb, one of the biggest ever dropped on Britain, an army 
spokesman said. 

A learn of men from the Royal Engineers worked for two days to defuse 
the World War II bomb, found on a building site in this north English city. 

About 200 families were evacuated from their homes and the area sealed 
off after the driver of a mechanical digger unearthed the bomb on Friday. The 
army men extracted the fuse and detonated the explosives . 


Tamil separatists attack navy camp 


COLOMBO (Reuter). - Separatist 
guerrillas attacked a navy camp in 
Sri Lanka's troubled northern dis- 
trict of Jaffna Sunday night, security 
officials said. 

They said more than 60 guerrillas 
fired shots and rockets at the 
Karainagar camp and security forces 
repulsed'the attackers in a gun battle 
which raged for two hours. 

Officials said the rebels, who are 
fighting for a separate state in the 
northern areas for the island's 2.5 
million Tamil minority, also ex- 
ploded bombs near the Gurunagar 
army camp, also in the northern 


district, damaging two small bridges 
and some buildings. 

Guerrillas stepped up attacks on 
security forces and state installations 
in northern areas last November 
after the government imposed new 
security measures. 

Officials said Sri Lanka was 
buying new arms and ammunition to 
match sophisticated weapons used 
by the rebels. 

India has denied Sri Lanka 
charges that guerrillas train and 
operate from the south Indian state 
of Tamil Nadu. 


Australian gang said selling arms to PLO 


MELBOURNE (Reuter). - A Mel- 
bourne newspaper said yesterday 
that an Australian crime ring had 
long been. selling arras to interna- 
tional guerrilla organizations and 
dissident groups. 

The paper. The Age, said the ring 
had stolen the arms from official 


defence caches across Australia. 

The weapons had then been sold 
to the Irish Republican Army 
(IRA), the PLO and the East 
Timorese Independence Movement 
as well as crime syndicates, the paper 
said.

“The reunion was like meeting 
your old wife, ‘settling your old argu- 
ments and finis hing the relationship 
in a friendly way. We’d sort of left 
things dangling; the reunion gave us 
a chance to tidy up. 

“We were absolutely amazed by 
the response. I don’t know how 
many saw us at the Hayarkon Park-

Well, I 
guess that's better than Mussolini/ 
Gene Autrey." 

No doubt the jokes and the imper- 
sonations have boosted his live 
popularity - in Jerusalem he has a 
fan dub of about 50 or 60 kids, who 
go to every concert together, pack- 


ing out the front rows and throwing 
various objects on the stage at cru- 
cial stages of the show. 

“Props for last year’s songs in- 
cluded shoes, paper planes, rice and 
umbrellas. This year we’ve had baby 
pacifiers so far - but I’m sure they'll 
come up with something else. “ 

It's not all comedy, though: a few 
of Sanderson's songs have clear poli- 
tical undertones, and he believes 
that rock'n'roll has a part to play in 
shaping and influencing attitudes. 

He never actually sat down and 
decided to make music his career. 
“It was just always going to happen. 
Mind you. my parents worried - 
Jewish parents worry' - as they saw 
university fading like a mirage into 


the distance. They never came round 
to my being a musician. These days I 
phone my mother and tell her. Tm 
at the Hebrew University tomor- 
row.’ I never tell her it's only for one 
show’.” 

AFTER three-and-a-half years. 
Caveret split up. 

“We were just too many talented 
musicians in one room with too 
many varied tastes. It was hard to 
find a common denominator - hard 
to find material we all wanted to 
play. We'd been together for long 
enough." 

In the first years after the split, 
Sanderson published a book of short 
stories. Public Snoring. 

“People said. ‘You must be a very 


sick person to have written that' - 
that was one of the compliments. " 

He played in Gazoz, “which was 
more a show than a group -it was so 
large it lacked any intimacy.” and he 
formed Doda with Giddy Gov. 

“One day. people are going to 
look back and say Doda was the best 
thing I ever did. We went for. and 
got. a really pure hard rock'n'roll 
sound - a cross betwen the Stones 
and Cream - but there weren't 
enough people into that sort of 
music, and there weren't enough 
earplugs for the guys who didn't 
want to listen.” 

After Doda's demise. Sanderson 
decided the time had come to go 
solo.

•chance to meet with David Ben- 
Gurion , he challenged us to send our 
children. Our son. Benson, spoke up 
loudly and said, “You can count on 
■roe. I'm coming.”’ 

■ Today not only are Benson, his 
•wife, his brother and sister and their 
spouses and their children living 
here in Jerusalem, but so are his 
-- parents. Grace and Irving, his uncle 
•and their aunt, and the most recent 
Abramowitz olira, the grandparents 
■and great-grandparents, Frieda and 
Max. .... 

This clan alone numbers 17 and 
- they are part of the growing family of 
- over 12,000 former Americans and 
" Canadiians who comprise the mem- 
bership of the Jerusalem region of 
k; the AACI. 

After that fateful visit with Ben- 
Gurion in 1969. Irving wrote him a 
letter asking why people of his age 
were needed in" Israel The former 
prime minister's handwritten answer 
has become a family treasure which 
hangs proudly in their home in the 
Jewish Quarter of the Old City. It 
described a discussion with a Los 
Angeles Jewish leader who argued 
that he had to stay in the U.S. 
because he was directing countless 
funds to Israel. This ended with 
B-G asking, “Who built America - 
those who sent money from Europe 
«o America, or those who settled in 
America? I am leaving the answer to 

f'OU.” 

Throughout the past year Irving 
vas one of many AACI activists 
.... vorking to raise the necessary funds 
o enable the Jerusalem regional 
iffices to move to suitable quarters 
n order to meet increasing needs. At 
east a thousand North American 
ilim return to and settle in Jeru- 
aiem every year. 


THE BUILDING finally located for 
the AACTs new regional home is 
one with a great deal of history 
behind it. Located at 6 Mane Street, 
in the Talbieh quarter, it was 
designed by the Greek ar- 
chitect Korfiates and con- 
structed in 1935 to house a large, 
well-known Jerusalem family. 
Beautifully landscaped, it showed 
the potential of growth for a relative- 
ly newly populated area of the city. 

In 1949, after the War of Inde- 
pendence, the building was placed 
under the jurisdiction of Amidar, 
the national housing authority, and 
various tenants, were given permis- 
sion to live iln various parts’ of it; The 
most significant use of it in recent 
years has been by the Brandeis Uni- 
versity Hiatt Study Programme. 

In selecting Tu Bishvat as the 
occasion for dedicating the building, 
the AACI was following the age-old 
tradition that the New Year for 
Trees is, not only a time of planting 
but alsb a time of dedication and 
rededication. 

The new mo' ado n has already 
’been in operation for some time 
and a recent visit to the centre pro- 
vided a typical picture of the volun- 
tary work that is being done by 
North American olim. The kitchen 
was filled with single young adults 
cooking an Indian dinner for their 
compatriots. In another room, 
Magen David Adorn had a team 
working with the more than 50 peo- 
ple from the Jerusalem region who 
had come to donate blood. 

The halls and lounges were filled 
with people drinking coffee, waiting 
for counselling appointments, pre- 
paring to give blood, and participat- 
ing in a meeting of one of the many 
volunteer committees - such as the 
Committee on Ethiopian Jewty. 

After close to 20 years of existence 
in 40 sq. m., the AACI can now 
properly take care of its olim and 


programme for them as they are 
absorbed into the country. 

THE NEW Jerusalem mo'adon. in 
fact, is characteristic of many of the 
buildings of this city which have 
passed through many cycles. They 
retain their original appearance on 
the outside, but are continually 
transforming themselves within. 

That is a talent which Jews have 
been very persistent at - never per- 
mitting natural elements to be 
wasted. In the Talmud, we were 
specifically forbidden to bum certain 
woods because they were in short 
supply. Ufce wise, we were .enjoined 
not to let the naphtha lamps burn too 
quickly because it was a wasteful use 
of oapththa, a valuable natural re- 
source. 

Fifty years ago. few could have 
imagined what a green city Jeru- 
salem would become. Writing in the 
Palestine Review in 1937. one col- 
umnist had this piece of advice: 

“There has been criticism of the 
lack of greenery in Rehavia and 
Talbieh as compared to the German 
Colony. Yet we must realize that 
trees planted in the reign of Queen 
Victoria are certainly going to be 
larger that those planted in tbe reign 
of King George. In time; these areas 
will be_as green and as verdant as the 
older parts of the city.” 

This month, on Tu Bishvat. a 
cedar of Lebanon was rooted in the 
soil of the garden surrounding the 
new AACI home. Planted by a 
young member, it symbolized the 
hope for the future. This act cap- 
tured the words of the old man to the 
Talmudic sage, “Someone planted 
these other trees for me and so I am 
planting these for my descendants.” 

The dedication of the new AACI 
home is a statement emphatically 
documenting the presence of a group 
of olim in Jerusalem who intend 
their numbers to continue to grow. 


“THE ONLY' REASON my parents 
let us go is that they were sure they 
would follow presently.” says Raya 
Leizgold. a Soviet Jewish pediatri- 
cian now living in Beersheba with 
her husband Michael and their two 
children. Her parents. Y’a’acov and 
Tunia Voloch, sold their house and 
belongings, packed a suitcase - and 
are still in Vinnitsa, the Ukraine, 
five years later. 

The Leizgolds. who have no rela- 
tives here, are among 100 families in 
Beersheba with relatives in the 
Soviet Union who are not allowed to 
join them in Israel. Over the past 12 
years. 24,000 Soviet Jews have set- 
tled in Beersheba. “1 don't know of 
any Russian Jewish immigrant who 
is unemployed.” says Michael Leiz- 
gold, a dental technician. “This im- 
migration should be encouraged." 

Ya'acov Voloch, a World War n 
disabled veteran, has petitioned for 
an exit visa seven times without 
success. 

“When we left, five and a half 
years ago. it was very easy and some 
non-Jews also got out," says Leiz- 
gold. “In 1979, 52.000 Jews left 
Russia. Now the gates are closed. 
Last year, only 700 were allowed to 
leave". 

“I have no idea why. It seems an 
arbitrary decision. The authorities 
refuse because they can.” 

Raya Leizgold has been in touch 
with organizations in Israel and 
abroad to tty and get her parents 
out, but to no avail. She even peti- 
tioned French President Francois 
Mitterrand, who wrote to her saying 
that he had brought up the subject of 
refuseniks during his recent trip to 
Moscow. 

The Leizgolds tick off Soviet ex- 
cuses one by one. “The Russians 
claim that all the Jews who wanted to 
leave the Soviet Union, have already 
gone, but this is sheer propaganda,” 
says Raya. “Let them open the gates 
and see how many leave!” 

AS FOR THE suggestion that the 
Russians are wary of those who 
never make it to Israel but go on to 
other countries from Vienna, Leiz- 
gold points out that even when the 


gates were fully open there were 
those who could not get exit visas. 

Raya is sceptical of there being a 
logical explanation. “The only 
reason for the visas being denied 
seems to be that Jews are the card up 
the Russian sleeve in their game with 
the U.S. Everything else is an ex- 
cuse, not a reason, because two 
families from my town, in a situation 
much like my parents’ , were recently 
allowed to leave.” 

In a recent city council meeting. 
Beersheba adopted four Russian 
families, .including the Volochs. For 
a week, the square near the town hall 
was renamed Prisoners of Hope 
Square, and an indoor rally was held 
with the participation of Absorption 
Minister Ya’acov Tsur. 

Leizgold is gratified by the recent 
spate of action on behalf of Soviet 
Jewry’ and hopes the momentum 
will be kept up. "This is the first rime 
since I arrived that I’m seeing some 
positive action on behalf of Soviet 
Jewry.” Only their immigration can 
save Israel and help change things 
here, he believes. 

Raya Leizgold is angry. Not only 
will the Russians not let her parents 
go, they do not allow visits either. 
“This is an intolerable situation,” 
she says. “People can now visit their 
families in Poland, Hungary. Bul- 
garia and Rumania. But we can't. 
Why?” 

DURING A PARTY' recently at the 
Beersheba Theatre for Daoud el- 
Natur— the name Mayor Eliahu Navi 
used in his radio broadcasts to the 
Arab world from 1948 till 1973 - it 


emerged that among the Beduin. 
their own law still takes precedence 
over civil law. 

“The only difference between this 
generation and the last.” said Dr. 
Yuras Abu-Rabia, “is that the blood 
vengeance no longer involves the 
whole family, only the nearest male 
relative." 

In the past, when a member of one 
Beduin family dishonoured, robbed 
or killed a member of another Be- 
duin family, many eyes were taken 
for that one eye. Today, just one is 
considered enough. The fact that the 
police send the 'perpetrator of the 
crime to prison is not sufficient re- 
tribution. The Beduin law calling for 
blood vengeance still has to be fol- 
lowed. 

PERHAPS THE most fascinating 
Beduin practice is the fire test. 

According to Beduin tradition, 
whenever there is a dispute over 
money - or even murder - and there 
is no clear-cut evidence against the 
suspect, he has to prove his inno- 
cence by licking a red-hot pan. A 
special tribe is entrusted with the fire 
ceremony, and Beduin journey to 
their encampment From far and 
wide. 

If the man is innocent, his tongue 
does not burn. This is considered as 
final, undisputed proof of his inno- 
cence. and no higher court is con- 
sulted.

Abu-Rabia, thought to be the first 
Negev Beduin to graduate from an 
Israeli school of medicine (Jeru- 
salem). said that anyone who licked 
fire was bound to burn his tongue. 
Still, he missed the old traditions - 
although not enough to return to the 
tent.

“psychological warfare.” He would 
recite a folk tale, then add an up-to- 
date political message at the end.

FIRST SERGEANT Motti Halifax. 
35, who works with wayward youth, 
has been a cop in Beeisheba for four 
years. When Halifax helped a 
would-be robber reform a couple of 
months ago. it got his name into the 
newspapers and his voice on the air. 

“Apart from office work, we go 
out in a cruiser and look for kids who 
might be in trouble.” he says. “One 
day last November. 1 noticed a youth 
who looked suspicious. He was dirty 
and his clothes were tom. When 
Halifax asked him to step into the 
cruiser for a chat, the boy. who was 
17, told one story, then broke down 
and told another. 

He had stolen a cheque hook from 
a parked car and had written a 
cheque for 1.000 shekels. He was 
hungry' and wanted to buy some 
food. Halifax asked the boy to show 
him where he lived. The place 
turned our to be an air raid shelter. 

“I was shocked. It was filthy, full 
of garbage." After contacting his 
superiors, Halifax took the vouth to 
the lock-up and put him in a separate 
cell for the night. The policemen 
found him some clothes and gave 
him a good meal. 

The next morning, they brought 
him in front of the judge in the 
Magistrates Court, who decided to 
send him to a hostel in Kiryat Gat. 
He went hv taxi, with an escort. 

“It's a good thing I found him 
before he used the cheque.” says 
Halifax. “Guys like him become 
petty criminals very quickly, fn re- 
turn for food or gifts, they will do 
almost anything for more experi- 
enced crooks.” 

The prognosis for youths like this 
one is not rosy. There is simply no 
money for programmes and proper 
care for such problem kids. And 
there are too few social workers. 

"If the people in the welfare office 
stayed on their toes, these kids 
would never need out attention.” 
says Halifax. "Anyway, we’re not 
out to punish them. We want to help 
these guys.” 













Gad Ya’acobi decries listeria-mongers ' on economics 

Look on it as a challenge, is advice

TEL AVIV. - Gad Ya'acobi yester- 
day attacked the “hysteria- 
generating headlines and reports” in 
the news media about Israel's dwind- 
ling foreign currency reserves. The 
Minister of Economics and Planning 
said that “the situation is more of a 
challenge than a catastrophe.” 

Without playing down the serious- 
ness of the situation - “and it is 
serious, although far from lost” - 
Ya'acobi said the present should be 
used to draw up a long-range 
strategic plan of economic recovery. 
This must be done immediately, 
since it takes anywhere from 12 
months to three or four years before 
decisions taken now bear fruit. 

The minister was speaking at the 
first of 12 study-days organized by 
the Israel Management Centre. 
Uriel Linn. MK. heads the centre's 
steering committee which formu- 
lated the series, whose underlying 
theme is “the return to controlled 
economic growth." 

Ya'acobi said the first step to be 
taken on the road to recovery was to 
reduce inflation until it loses its fright- 
ening aspect. "Once inflation has 
been reduced, and we have shown 
we can lick it. much of the feeling of 
uncertainty that frustrates all econo- 
mic planning will be replaced by a 
feeling that the worst is over." Part 
of the fight against inflation will be 
carrying'out the planned $2.2 billion 
cuts from the government budget, he 
said. 

The second step was to stem the 
meitine awav of the country’s fore- 
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Gad Ya’acobi (Israel Sun) 

ign currency reserves. This would be 
achieved by reducing the commer- 
cial balance of payments by Si b. this 
vear. both by increasing industrial 
exports by 12 to 14 per cent and by 
cutting imports. A helpful factor in 
contributing this was the lower price 
Israel would have to pay for im- 
ported oil. he stressed. 

The next step was to change the 
“structure” of our work force. "Dur- 
ing the last five years, out of the 

100.000 persons who joined the 
labour force. 90.000 went into gov- 
ernment and other services; only 

10.000 joined the productive sector, 
including industry.” 

This simple fact. Ya'acobi under- 
lined. “showed where we took the 
wrong path five years ago.” He im- 
plied' that the proportions should 
have been reversed: 90.000 should 


have gone into the productive sec- 
tors. and only 10. PUG to the services. 

The minister thoughi that the Free 
Trade Area Agreement, soon to be 
signed between Israel and the U.S.. 
would have far-reaching effects on 
the investment scene here. He 
thought that many Americans would 
set up joint ventures with Israelis, so 
they could use Israel as a spring- 
board to penetrate the Common 
Market. Conversely, many Euro- 
peans would also set up joint ven- 
tures with Israelis, so they could use 
Israel as a platform from which to 
penetrate the U.S. market. 

Next week Ya'acobi is to present a 
new policy to the government aimed 
at increasing exports. One of its 
main planks will be to base incen- 
tives on the added value of exports 
“and not on the present complicated 
system." He will also demand that 
the shekel be reduced gradually and 
steadily, so as to encourage exports 
and to discourage imports. Finally, 
the costs of production are to be 
reduced by lowering income and 
other taxes, “thus making our goods 
more competitive abroad. " 

As for finding investment funds. 
Ya'acobi said that little help should 
be expected from the government, 
“for it has been milked dry of 
funds." He thought investments 
could be attracted from abroad if the 
investors were given the proper in- 
centives and if each serious investor 
was given an "Israeli'' to run in- 
terference for him through the 
bureaucracy, which had made many 
potential investors throw up their 
hands in disgust and go elsewhere."

World’s bankers grapple with problem of $ I Lebanese pound loses ground against $ 


BASLE (Reuter). - The world's top 
central bankers met yesterday to 
discuss what, if anything, they can do 
to halt the dollar's daily rise to new 
peaks. 

As they convened, the dollar 
showed no sign of retreat after last 
week's surge, rising to a 13-year high 
of 3.20 marks and a 10-year pe3k of 
2.7S63 Swiss francs on European 
exchanges. 

Intervention, the central bankers’ 
main weapon, has been blunted by 
massive demand for dollars, and 
they are reluctant to force further 
rises in interest rates or add new- 
capital controls, which could impede 
growth in their own economies. 

This has left the bankers warning 
of the dangers of the massive U.S. 
budget and balance of payments de- 
ceits to persuade the. markets to 
bring the dollar down. - • 

: The monthly meeting at the Bank 
for International Settlements here 


would normally have been devoted 
to more technical aspects of world 
monetary affairs. But the dollar’s 
strength* bringing with it the threat 
of renewed inflation outside the 
U.S.. pushed those topics down the 
agenda. 

European monetary officials said 
yesterday’s closed-door session 
would look at the apparent failure of 
plans laid down in mid-January for 
concerted intervention by the five 
biggest western economies - the 
U.S., Japan, West Germany. Britain 
and France. 

Europeans feel the U.S. contribu- 
tion was only half-hearted, and this 
may lead to further strains between 
the’ western nations, with cross 
words being directed at the U.S. 
over its huge budget deficit and the 
effects on the others. 

After the finance ministers and 
central bankers of ihe five countries 
met in Washington, several Euro- 


pean officials said they were optimis- 
tic of a changed attitude from the 
U.S.. which had agreed to intervene 
more than it had done previously. 

It was thought that new Treasury 
Secretary. James Baker, might bring 
a less dogmatic approach than his 
predecessor, Donald Regan, who 
has been an opponent of interven- 
tion. 

In addition. LT.S. manufacturers 
and farmers are now under strong 
competition from imports, adding to 
pressure for protectionism in the 
U.S.. but also making more and 
more Americans doubt the benefit 
of an ever-rising dollar. 

Now, however, with the U.S. still 
apparently lukewarm, central bank- 
ers are doubting whether much can 
be expected from intervention and 
have turned to cautioning the mar- 
kets. about the dangers, should t^e 
dollar suddenly fall.

BEIRUT ( Reuter J.- The Lebanese 
pound lost ground against the dollar 
in active trading yesterday, but reco- 
vered from heavy early losses to 
close at 14.40 to the U.S. currency. 

Foreign exchange dealers said the 
pound opened at 14.507 to the dol- 
lar. well above Friday's official close 
of 13.707. and quickly plunged to 
15.007, equalling a record low it 
touched on Friday. 

Bui it recovered in late trading as 
selling pressure subsided, to close at 
14.207. 

"There were opposing currents 
yesterday as people responded to 


Sunday's mixture of good and bad 
news." one dealer said. 

Some market operators welcomed 
an optimistic statement by Druse 
leader Walid Jumblatt on prospects 
for a political agreement. 

But others were discouraged by 
renewed fighting between Druse-led 
forces and Lebanese army troops in 
the mountains above Beirut, the 
dealers added. 

The pound has depreciated by 
around 50 per cent against the dollar 
so far this year amid a widespread 
loss of confidence in the govern- 
ment's ability to tackle Lebanon's 
political and economic crisis.

Bankers said that even if the bank 
shares were successfully floated, it 
would be at the expense of shares of 
non-financial companies in Jordan, 
many of which are underedpitaiized 
and already finding it hard to raise 
new equity capital. 


Britain rejects $25b. 
gas deal with Norway 

OSLO (Reuter). - Britain has re- 
jected a $25 billion deal to import gas 
from Norway's Sleipner Field, 
Norwegian oil and energy minister 
Kaare Kristiansen said yesterday. 

' Britain rejected the deal, which 
would have represented both na- 
tions' largest-ever overseas contract, 
because it had decided it did not 
need the Sleipner gas. The decision 
was a “big disappointment." he said. 

“We have negotiated for almost 
two years and the British govern- 
ment has taken a year to form an 
opinion and finally they discover 
they do nor want the gas from Sleip- 
ner because they have enough of 
their own." 

The partners to have been in- 
volved in the deal were Exxon. 
Norsk Hydro and the Norwegian 
state oil company Statoil. which 
operates the field.

| IBM to launch 
powerful new 
Sierra computer 

BOSTON (Reuter). - International 
Business Machines is poised to 
announce its most powerfril compu- 
ter yet, industry analysts said. 

IBM announced a double capacity 
disk drive last week, a very high- 
powered storage device. As a result, 
analysts advanced forecasts of the 
long-awaited Sierra’s launch date. 
Some say there are strong indica- ) 
tions it could be as soon as Tuesday. j 

Sierra's introduction is expected 
to be the major event in the compu- 
ter industry this year. Jay Stevens, 
computer analyst with Dean Witter 
Reynolds, predicted the Sierra “will 
permanently change the nature of 
the large jjrocessor market.” 

It is also expected to' put jsressine. 
on IBM's rivals in' the mainfralme 
computer" markfet : - Burroughs' 
Sperry, (formerly Univac), NCR, 
Control Data and Honeywell. 

Gartner group estimates that IBM 
- the world’s largest computer com- 
pany - now controls 76 per cent of 
the "U.S. mainframe market, gener- 
ally considered the most profitable 
area of the industry. 

Mainframes are systems which 
typically support over" 120 users and 
cost well over one milli on dollars. 
According to International Data 
Corp, of the worldwide computer 
shipments of $43.9 billion In 1983, 33 
per cent were mainframes. 

Currently. IBM's most powerful 
mainframe is the 30S4Q, which can 
perform 28.4 million instructions per 
second (MIPS). Observers estimate 
the Sierra’s capability as between 30 
and 39 MIPS. 

Price per MIP is expected to range 
from $150,000 to $200,000. IBM’s 
mainframes now sell for $173,000 to 
$193,000 per MIP, but analysts say 
the Sierra cannot be directly com- 
pared, as it will be so much more 
powerful. 

It could also be more compact 
than its predecessors, as it is ex- 
pected to packall its power into two 
central processors paired together 
inside one “box," Stevens said. The 
3084 has four processors in two 
boxes. 

IBM’s profit margins, already 
among the highest in the industry, 
are expected to improve on the Sier- 
ra, because its technology is ex- 
pected to require fewer parts.

Noogy snack bars 
to Scandinavia

TEL AVTV. - Noogy Ltd. of Afula, 
a year-old health food firm using 
South African knowhow, has filled 
its first $150,000 worth of export 
orders for snack bars to Scandinavia 
and West Germany. Announcing 
this here yesterday, owners Eli and 
Yehudit Asnin say they anticipate 
over $100,000 a month in exports to 
EEC countries, for which the Israeli 
Noogy plant holds exclusive sales 
rights. 

Noogy bars, in a variety of fla- & 
vours. are said to be high in nutri- 
tional value and low fn calories, 
despite being very sweet. They are 
promoted as aids for weight reduc- 
tion, as a snack food for vegetarians 
and for children. Prior to their pro- 
duction here, they were imported 
from Sourh Africa. 

The Afula plant represents a 
$500,0)0 investment in equipment. 

It employs only eight people because 
it is a highly-mechanized operation. 

All Noogy products are "dairy.” 
and some already carrv a kashnu ' 
certificate from the Afula chief rab- 
bi, while others are awaiting certi- 
fication from abroad about the 
kashnu of certain imported in°Te- * ...

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Foreign debt stable at $23.8 billion

■jj Israel’s foreign debt remained 
^nearly stable during the third quarter 
of 1984, totalling S23.8 billion by the 
end of September. ' , 

Figures released yesterday by the 
Bank of Israel showed that the coun- 
try's debts increased by S 1.1 billion, 
or some 4.8 per cent, during the first 
nine months of the year. This was the 
lowest rate of increase in the foreign 
debt registered in recent years. 

The government’s foreign debts at 
the end of September amounted to 
$16.7b„ about 70 per cent of the 
total. The figures also showed that 
'the time sfructure of the debt re- 
imained stable over the year. Some 
69 per cent of the total debt was long 
term and 15 per cent medium term. 

One of the outstanding develop- 
ments of the last year was the large 
decrease in the scope of activities of 
the Israeli commercial banks 
abroad. During the first nine months 
of the year, both the liabilities and 
the assets of the commercial banks 
decreased by some Sib. The drop in 
the banks' (labilities reflected the 
decrease in the deposits of foreign 
banks, the size of the foreign resi- 
dents accounts (patah) remained 
stable at S6.5b. 

By the end of last September the 
commercial banks’ foreign debts 
totalled S10.7b., including the patah 
accounts. At the end of 1983, the 
banks' debts totalled $1 1.7b. But the 
banks’ assets, including deposits in 
foreign banks and credits abroad, 
declined from $6.9b. at the end of 
1983 to S6b. at the end of Septem- 
ber. 

According to central bank figures, 
Israel will have to repay some $7.2b. 
in debts, including principal and in- 
terest, during the September 1984- 
1985 period. This includes some 


$3.9b. in short-term credits to im- 
porters which are traditionally re- 
newed. In addition, some SI. 5b. in 
interest will be paid, most of them by 
the government to the United States 
and to holders of Israel Bonds. 

The statistics published yesterday 
do not reflect developments of the 
last half year. Figures for the last 
quarter of 1984 are due to appear at 
the end of next month, while those 
for the most recent months will be 
disclosed only by early summer. 

Since last December, the repay- 
ment of foreign debts by the govern- 
ment has caused a large drop of 
about $800 million in the level of 
foreign-currency reserves. Both Fi- 
nance Minister Yitzhak Moda'i and 
the Treasury's Director-General 
Emmanuel Sharon strongly denied 
yesterday that they were intentional- 
ly letting the reserves drop, to con- 
vince the cabinet of the need to 
implement Moda’i’s proposed eco- 
nomy measures. 

But some officials at both the 
central bank and at the Finance 
Ministry are convinced that the 
minister is intentionally creating a 
climate of crisis. Some of these offi- 
cials told The Jerusalem Post that a 
large pan of the debts that the gov- 
ernment has repaid could easily 
have been renewed. 

Senior Treasury officials have pri- 
vately expressed their opposition to 
Moda'i. These officials fear that the 
climate of crisis they say the minister 
has artificially created could bring 
about a real crisis, if foreign bankers 
reach the conclusion that Israel is a. 
financial risk because of the drop in 
foreign currency reserves. 

David Rudge adds: 

Moda'i yesterday emphasized the 
severity of the country's foreign cur- 
rency crisis and balance of payment 
deficits. 


Moda'i. who spoke to reporters 
when he visited the Ata textile firm's 
Kiryat Ata branch, said the situation 
was indeed as grave as the figures 
issued by the Treasury indicated. 

He pledged, however, that there 
would not be any further economic 
measures for the next six months. 
The government would concentrate 
on implementing its current prog- 
ramme, he said. 

Moda'i revealed that he intends to 
seek additional U.S. financial aid 
when he goes to Washington shortly. 

He hoped a loan could be 
arranged on a long-term basis and 
the money be repaid after Israel had 
solved its economic problems. 

The minister said that the U.S. 
administration was not exerting any 
political or financial pressure on 
Israel and he did not expect this to 
happen. 

Instead, the pressure was on Israel 
itself to implement the commitments 
it had made and which had not been 
carried out previously. 

This time he believed the govern- 
ment was on the right road and 
would carry out its budget cuts jmd 
restrictions on economic activities. 

Moda'i said he expected a new 
budget law to be passed which would 
include administrative punishment 
for those who did not carry out the 
cuts. This would go a long way to 
ensure that the cutbacks are made. 

He hoped that the measures could 
be implemented successfully without 
creating massive unemployment. 

Referring to Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon's proposal for 
a "free economy." Moda'i said he 
agreed with the programme in prin- 
ciple, although it could not be intro- 
duced now. 

Erst, the economy would have to 
be put back on its feet, and Sharon 
was aware of this, he said.

1*3 The pound fell below $1.10 in 
f « London for the first time to $1.0955 
f S after closing here on Friday at 
C $1.1105, while .the dollar surged to 
3.2740 marks in late European trad- 
ing from 3.2580 before the weekend. 


The dollar was set at 3.2973 marks 
at the daily fixing session in Frank- 
furt, its sixth consecutive record high 
since the system of floating exchange 
rates started in March 1973. 

"Everybody is buying dollars like 
crazy and there's no one selling. It's 
a classic bull market,” a Zurich deal- 
er said. 

As leading central bankers met in 
Switzerland to discuss how to stop 
the trend getting out of band, the 
Portuguese escudo, Spanish peseta 
and Italian lira were all set at record 


lows, while even the once-envied 
Swiss franc.hit another 10-year low. 

Traders said the dollar continued 
to entice investors by offering high 
interest rates, even though money 
market rates in New York were 
slightly easier yesterday. 

“As long as real (inflation- 
adjusted) U.S. interest rates are so 
high, people will still want to buy the 
dollar," said Fred Katzman of Bri- 
tain's Midland Bank office in New 
York.

Israel have been assassinated - in re- 
cent weeks), and each of the indi- 
vidual tenor organization has step- 
ped up activities to receive credit for 
"getting the occupier out" of south- 
ern Lebanon. 

More terror may also be directed 
against the Israel Defence Forces in 
the areas the IDF intends to retain 
after the February 18 pullback. Ter- 
rorist groups will thus convey the 
message that Israeli forces will be 
resisted as long as they remain any- 
where in South Lebanon . 

Israeli strikes , mainly from the air, 
will continue in an effort to deter 
more terrorist action from Lebanese 
territory. 

But the air strikes conducted Sun- 
day and yesterday and those that will 
probably follow in the near future 
will have almost no impact on those 
directly responsible for the spate of 
deaths and injuries sustained by 
Israeli forces in southern Lebanon 
recently. These are the result of 
actions undertaken mainly by Shi'ite 
residents independent of the terror- 
ist alignment to the north now 
attacked by the IAF. 

The only real answer Israel now 
has to terror in the south is to warn 
military personnel to be extra cau- 
tious, limiting travel and other 
moves aimed at securing southern 
Lebanon, at least until the compli- 
cated and second and final stage of 
the withdrawal to the pre-1982 
northern border is completed. Given 
the circumstances that have been 
created in southern Lebanon, cau- 
tion constitutes about the only realis- 
tic defence Israel has. 


- Czechoslovakia is to make 
a $50 million loan to Lebanon under 
a trade protocol signed in Beirut 
yesterday, Beirut Radio said. The 
money is to help finance projects in 
the fields of electricity, energy, agri- 
culture and health.

(Con turned from Page One) 
mamzerim, Shloush said he has 
already found a halachic solution, 
although on this issue he would re- 
quire additional rabbinical opinions. 

He said he has found a fault in the 
Ethiopian marriage ceremony, 
which could render it ineffective. In 
this respect, he said, they would be 
in the same position as the Jews 
before they received the Tora. 

But he added that be has not bad 
the opportunity to examine several 
Ethiopian divorce certificates. It is 
possible, he continued, that they 
contain all the necessary elements, 
making them perfectly valid. 

"Any fool can say something is 
forbidden." he noted, referring to 
the problem of the Ethiopian mar- 
riages and divorces. "But it takes a 
scholar to find what is permitted." 

Shloush said he sees in the return 
of the Jewish people and of the tribe 
of Dan (the Ethiopians) to their land 
the hand of Divine intervention. He 
stressed that we must bring this com- 
munity closer and not alienate them 
from Judaism. 

When asked whether his views 
have much backing in rabbinical cir- 
cles, he recalled that in general 
Sephardi rabbis have been less ex- 
treme than their Ashkenazi counter- 
parts. . 

‘To my sorrow, today Sephardim 
study in Ashkenazi yeshivot and 
themselves become extremists," he 
concluded.

Moreover, the turnover in shares 
increased considerably, with most of 
the increase being in the "free" 
shares, since the' "arrangement" 
shares accounted for less than 30 per 
cent of the total in shares. 

While on Sunday many of the

versed their trend. To mention only

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Withdrawal pains 


THE TOLL of army dead in Lebanon is growing distressingly 
heavier. On Sunday alone three Israeli soldiers were killed in 
terrorist attacks, two of them but two kilometres north of the 
border. Another soldier died the night before of wounds 
suffered earlier in a terrorist explosion. 

Defence sources are reported to have been especially taken 
aback by the fact that terrorism - apparently Shiite in origin - 
has now virtually reached the gates of Metulla. The fear has 
also been expressed that Shiite violence -could follow the 
troops on their return home. Previously the estimate was that 
the Shiites, unlike the Palestinians, would lay down their arms 
in the present fight against Israel as soon as the withdrawal was 
completed. 

The new scenario may, however, be too pessimistic. The 
current escalation of terrorist raids appears to be directly linked 
to the process of withdrawal itself, and need not necessarily be 
taken as a portent of things to come. 

There is. for one thing, fierce competition among the 
Lebanese factions seeking “credit" for helping to engineer the 
IDF's departure. The withdrawal is causing some disorganiza- 
tion. and the slow moving convoys on Lebanon's clogged roads 
present an easy target. Then, too, the killing of over a score of 
pro-Israel elements at the hands of assassins emboldened by the 
withdrawal is making the army's task more difficult. 

Thus there is hope that the present wave of Shiite terrorism 
will indeed subside once the pullback has ended, as planned, by 
early summer. Lebanon’s Shi'ites, unlike their Iranian men- 
tors. and unlike the PLO, have no cause for warring on Israel 
when it is out of their territory. And they must by now be fully 
aware of the kind of retaliation that is in store for them if they 
choose to join the PLO in a permanent war against this country. 

An excellent case could, in fact, be made for speeding up the 
army's repatriation, and for winding up the second and third 
stages of the staggered pullback earlier than originally contem- 
plated. The only good reason for slowing it down, even briefly, 
would be a last-minute chance to reach an understanding with 
the Lebanese authorities on an orderly transfer of control in the 
evacuated areas. 

For the moment, however, the Lebanese, obeying Damas- 
cus's orders, would rather have chaos and bloodshed follow the 
Israeli troops than make any such arrangement, particularly for 
the deployment of Unifil. 

What can. in any case, hardly be gainsaid is that to prolong 
the phased pullback, let alone to put it off altogether, would be 
to compound the IDFs problems in Lebanon, not to solve 
them. Yet this, incredibly, is what a majority of the Likud is 
now plumping for. using the current escalation of terrorism as 
an excuse to overturn what is already government policy. • 

True, the government, in approving the premier’s and the 
defence minister's plan, did not fix a date for the ending of the 
army's presence in Lebanon, outside a narrow remaining 
security belt. The timing of the second and third stages of the 
withdrawal was also left to a later decision. But the intention to 
wind up the entire process with all deliberate speed was not in 
the slightest doubt. 

The suggested Likud strategy, aired by the vice premier. 
Yitzhak Shamir, in a radio interview yesterday, does not reflect 
a national sentiment. What it reflects is a discredited belief in 
the boundless efficacy of sheer military force. Most Israelis do 
not subscribe to it; they realize that the sooner their army gets 
out of Lebanon, the better. 

That is one reason why the Likud attempt to revise the 
government’s settled policy through the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee is going to fizzle out. 


The Lesson of Bhopal 


FIRE CHIEFS from all over the country met in Beersheba 
yesterday in a continuing seminar devoted to a study of the 
methods of treating toxic wastes and fighting chemical fires. 
This was, at least in pan. a direct response to the dreadful 
mishap in Bhopal. India, where a gas leak at the local Union 
Carbide plant caused the death of some 2,500 persons and the 
wounding and maiming of many times that number. 

The one beneficial side effect of the tragedy has been to wake 
up people, governments and manufacturers the world over to 
the need for a review of safety standards in the chemical 
industry and their enforcement. This, in some measure, is also 
true of Israel. 

To be sure, the chemical industry, by its very nature, carries 
unusual hazards. There is no such thing as a completely safe 
chemical plant. But the risks can be minimized, even if not 
wholly eliminated. The precondition, however, is insistence by 
the workers inside and the neighbours outside the plants on 
maximum feasible safety, even if it costs money. 

In this country’, fortunately, no major catastrophe has so far 
occurred in producing, transporting and storing chemical 
materials or toxic wastes. But near disaster has at times only 
narrowly been averted: as in the case of the 21 train cars, two of 
them filled up with toxic wastes, which overturned in the 
Beersheba train depot last November. 

The possibility that a terrible accident could one day occur as 
a result of lax controls was. however, brushed away, especially 
when the cost of safety was considered. Workers have a natural 
tendency to prefer higher pay and secure employment to better 
safety: the authorities, both local and national, have supported 
the attitude, and the folks around the plants have been 
indifferent, or trusting to providence. 

All this has changed in the wake of BhopaJ - or at least seems 
to have changed. The public has been wakened to the danger: 
now it must insist that practical action be taken to ensure that 
Bhopal does not happen here. 
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THE SULTAN of Brunei, 
one of the world's richest 
men. has presented part of 
his reputed £? billion annual income 
to two British military museums.

SMART sheepdog cal- 
led William of Arethyn has 
posed a major puzzle in 
Britain - how can the wealth he has 
amassed on the London stock ex- 


change be taxed? 

William picked his first portfolio 
1 1 years ago when American invest- 
ment analyst Robert Beckman asked 
stockbrokers to open an account in 
the dog's name. 

Faced with the first list of shares, 
the dog licked his lips at the mention 
of JantarTin and made $1 .600 on the 
deal. Other shares were bought at 
the wag of a tail or a growl. 

William now has a fat account of 
SI 10.000. Inland revenue inspectors 
have doggedly sought $33,000 in tax, 
but are so far empty handed. 
Lawyers specializing in tax affairs 
have now been called in to chew over 
the problem. 

According to tax consultants, a 
dog may legally own property in 
Britain, but only a legal entity can 
pay tax - meaning that William is 
exempt from any obligation to the 
taxman. 

Asked who will inherit the profits 
after William's death, Beckman told 
reporters: “I expect the account will 
be immortal. It will go on growing 
but no one will be able to touch it. 


Godfather syndrome

ISRAEL WILL face a completely 
new reality after the withdrawal 
from South Lebanon. The Lebanese 
north of the border will enjoy the 
fruits of the Israeli military victoiy. 
which liberated them from years of 
brutal PLO terror. They do not need 
to show any gratitude to Israel. On 
the contrary, now that we have freed 
them from the PLO, they don't need 
us any more and can get back to 
business as usual, which means shell- 
ing one another. Israelis may be 
upset when a few Katyusha shells fall 
on our side of the border. Bur the 
Lebanese have grown up going ab- 
out their business with shells falling 
all around them and will hardly 
notice if a few shells also fall on 
Galilee. 

There is much talk about controll- 
ing terrorism. But a much better 
insight into Mideast politics and ter- 
rorism is obtainable from watching 
the movie The Godfather than from 
the irrelevant, high-minded debates 
in the media., the Knesset and the 
UN. When an outburst of shelling 
begins again in Beirut, the media 
■never suggest that one particular 
mafia group (in Lebanon they are 
called militias) might simply be driv- 
ing up the price of the dollar in Che 
Beirot money markets. They can 
buy dollars, start shelling and con- 
tinue until they have sold all their 
dollars at good profit to the panic 
buyers who want to put their money 
into a safe place. The shelling may 
have nothing to do with politics. 


ideology or religion. It may simply 
be godfather-style business, like the 
drug traffic, which is big business in 
the Middle East and naturally con- 
centrates in a country like Lebanon 
with no strong government or law 
enforcement agency. 

One even hears the same god- 
father stories about Lebanon and the 
U.S. Academic institutions, for ex- 
ample, seem to enjoy a privileged 
status in both countries if they have a 
good medical school and hospital. 
They are left unmolested and even 
protected by the local godiathers. 
who want to be sure that their ill and 
wounded wilt get quick and good 
medical treatment with no questions 
asked. 


THE DEBATE on international ter- 
rorism in American papers like 77ie 
New York Times looks so unreal 
here that it could have been written 
on another planet. No one mentions 
the most spectacular and most suc- 
cessful act of terrorism in recent 
years, the assassination of Lebanese 
President Bashir Jemavel. 


The Jemavel family had come into 
power in Lebanon with the support 
of the IDF occupation with a pro- 
Syrian president. Elias Sarkis, who 
had been elected with the support of 
the Syrian Army. The IDF drove the 
PLO and the Syrians out of Beirut, 
after which the Marines came in and 
kept order for the election of a 
pro-American and pro-Israeli presi- 


dent. Bashir Jemavel. The assassina- 
tion of Bashir and the implied warn- 
ing to his brother and successor. 
President Amin Jemayel. that he 
had bener play ball with Syria began 
a chain of events that transformed 
the Jemavel dynasty from Israeli and 
American proteges to Syrian pup- 
pets. 

' The foreign media constantly in- 
sist that the Palestine problem is the 
key to Mideast peace and the under- 
lying cause of the regional terrorism, 
the recent events in Lebanon have 
shown how fax this is from reality. 
The Palestine problem has become 
the political football of the Middle 
Eastern godfathers. Amin Jemavel 
and Walid Jumblatt make their pil- 
grimages to Damascus to court the 
Syrian godfather, while Yasser Ara- 
fat makes his pilgrimage to King 
Hussein, whose army drove the PLO 
out of Jordan and slaughtered 
thousands of Palestinians in the in- 
famous "Black September" mas- 
sacre of 1970. 

Israel may still pay a stiff price for 
setting the precedent of interfering 
in Lebanon's internal affairs and 
being used by Lebanese godfathers 
in their internal power struggles. It is 
not so simple to pull out of Lebanon 
with some kind of arrangement to 
keep PLO terrorists away from the 
northern border. * 


Dry Bones 
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At first glance this seems reason- 
able. because the people of Southern 
Lebanon remember the eight years 


of PLO terrorism before the IDF 
drove them out and do not want the 
PLO back. But after an Israeli with- 
drawal from Lebanon and the return 
to godfather business as usual, some 
Lebanese godfather may try to use 
the PLO or the Israelis for his own 
purposes by playing the standard 
games of Middle Eastern intrigue. A 
godfather who thinks he can profit 
from another Israeli invasion can . 


encouraac PLO terrorism simply to 
provoke" such an invasion. A god- 
father who hates the PLO may let 
them in ifhe is paid enough, and if he , 
knows that he can depend upon thi: ■>. 
IDF to come in and get rid of them 
before they get too strong.

WHILE IT IS important to have an 
expert on the history of a problem 
such as Taba present his views, the 
formulation of national policy must 
take into consideration other fac- 
tors. Prof. Moshe Sharon is certainly 
an expert on history, but in his article 
“The Tangle of Taba" (77ie Jeru- 
salem Post, February. 1985) , he 
leads us to some strange conclusions. 

Towards the end of his account of 
the 1906 crisis over the border be- 
tween the territory ruled directly by 
the Sultan and the area of Sinai held 
by the Egyptians under British pro- 
tection, Professor Sharon makes it 
perfectly clear that Taba was in- 
cluded in the. Egyptian area, to the 
west of the border imposed on the 
Turks by the British ultimatum. 

It is doubtful if our negotiators will 
thank Professor Sharon for this con- 
clusion, which seems to cut the 
ground from under the Israeli con- 
tention that there is an objective 
dispute about the status of this tiny 
area because of legitimate doubts 
about the exact position of the line 
drawn in the 1906 map. 

Professor Sharon argues, howev- 
er, that Israel “has a perfect historic 
and legal right to oppose the Egyp- 
tian claim to Taba," because, as the

late Professor Heyd wrote, it is “an 
unnatural and non-historic border." 
and because it has never been inter- 
nationally recognized. 

With all due deference to Profes- 
sor Sharon's expertise, it seems to 
me that Israel is the last country in 
the world to be able to deny ’the 
validity of the 1906 border. Whether 
we like it or not (and Professor 
Sharon obviously does not). Israel 
has already recognized the validity 
of that border in the peace treaty 
concluded with Egypt in March 
1979. 

Article II of the treaty reads: 

“The permanent boundary be- 
tween Egypt and Israel is the recog- 
nized international boundary be- 
tween Egypt and the former man- 
dated territory of Palestine, as 
shown on the map at Annex II. 
without prejudice to the issue of the 
status of the Gaza Strip. ** 


The “international boundary” 
shown on the map is based on the 
“unnatural and non-historic border" 
forced on the Sultan by the British in . 
1906. 

Professor Sharon himself makes it 
plain that Mr. Begin *s government 
bestowed upon the 1906 frontier “an 
international recognition, endorsed 
with the signature of the United 
States." This may have been “care- 
less" of Mr. Begin, but the treaty 
was endorsed by the Israeli legisla- 
ture and cannot, therefore, be re- 
garded as some sort of slip on Mr. 
Begin" s part: it constitutes the most 
binding commitment conceivable by 
the State of Israel. 

We might be able to make a good 
case -, in the eyes of . world public 
opinion, at least - if we based our 
arguments on general, rather than 
on strictly legal grounds. We could 
say to the Egyptians something like 
this:

Sir. - In your editorial of January 
27, “Setting the record straight." 
you remark that one who is familiar 
with American legal procedure 
would know that, because Sharon 
failed to prove that Time, had acted 
with malice. Sharon “lost his bid to 
prove that the magazine had libelled 
him." I feel compelled to take issue 
with this interpretation of American 
law and procedure. 

In the United States, one is libel- 
led when another publishes remarks 
which are false and damaging to 
one's reputation. Whether one may 
recover damages depends upon, 
among other things, who published 
the libel. If the publisher is not 
considered a member of the media, 
then the task is relatively simple. A 
plaintiff need only prove the publica- 
tion and that it damaged his reputa- 
tion. Damages are presumed and the 
defendant must prove the truth as his 
defence. 

However, if the defendant is a 
member of the media (or is con- 
nected with it. as in the case of the 
four black ministers in New York 
Times v. Sullivan ), then the job of 
the plaintiff is more difficult. The 
U.S. Supreme Court has held that in 
such media cases, malice must be 
proved. That is. a plaintiff must 
show that the false and defamatory 
information was published by a de- 
fendant who knew it was false, or 
was grossly reckless with respect to 
his responsibility not to publish false 
and defamatorv material. 


U.S. LAW 

■The ‘malice" test was introduced 
in the U.S. to give the media brea- 
thing room. In no way can it be said 
that a failure to prove malice means 
that there has been a failure to prove 
that a libel has been published. If a 
plaintiff has proven, as in Mr. Shar- 
on's case, that a defendant has 
printed material which is both false 
and defamatory, then that plaintiff 
has proven libel. If. as in Mr. Shar- 
on's case, he has only failed to prove 
malice, then he cannot recover 
monies to compensate himself, to 
punish the defendant, or to pay his 
lawyers. 

As a member of the California 
Bar. my interpretation is that Mr. 
Sharon was libelled by Time. His 
failure to cover damages results only 
from the American idea that a free 
press needs breathing space. 
Whether Mr. Sharon bears moral 
responsibility for the events that led 
to the massacres at Sabra and Sharil- 
la is a question for Israeli society to 
consider. That Mr. Sharon was libel- 
led was a question for an American 
jury. They answered in the affirma- 
tive. Btit when they were asked to 
consider whether the U.S. Constitu- 
tion dictated that Time pay for their 
libel and their negligence, the jury’ 
found according "to" First Amend- 
ment ideals - that in this case, there 
should be freedom for the press. 

Thus, the jury voted for Sharon 
and the First Amendment. In no way 
can their decision be seen as one for 
the position of Time.

Sir, - Personally, I am tired of 
being told not to believe the Arabs 
when they say only the death of 
Israel will solve the Palestinian prob- 
lem.

Cynthia Bellon (“The world only 
looks round" - February 3) instead 
of Arafat? We nietl the Bellon prin- 
ciple in 1973 - and nearly lost a war. 
And it is equally tiresome that so 
many people repeat the Arab- 
invented line that the rights of the 
Arab Palestinians are the crux of the 
problem here. If the Arabs had re- 
cognized the Jewish right of self- 
determination in 1948 as the Jews 
recognized the corresponding Arab- 
Palestinian right, the problem would 
not exist today. They have been 
trying since 1948 to solve the prob- 
lem by the elimination of Israel. 

In the 1967 effort, the Arabs lost 
several vast tracts of land. They then 
instituted the line that peace de- 
pends on the return of those territor- 
ies although there was no peace 
before these changed hands. Peace 
.actually depends on Arab recogni- 
tion of Israel and of Jewish self- 
determination - and a demonstra- 
tion of peaceful intent. It is high time 
for an Arab “demonstration of 
goodwill."

CURIOUS OMISSION

Sir, - The interview of Claude 
Levi-Strauss with Professor Saul 
Friedlander (February 1) was 
marked by a curious omission: the 
word. Jew. did not appear through- 
out the interview. Friedlander 
makes as oblique reference to "our 
own so-called Judeo-Christian civi- 
lization," and another to the “origin- 
al. mythical universe... be it Jewish. 
Christian or Judeo-Christian." Levi- 
Strauss responds to the question on 
biblical myths by disclaiming any 
ability to subject them to structural 
analysis. No word of Jewish refer- 
ence passes the anthropologist's lip. . 
Nor did it during his question and 
answer meeting lasting an hour with 
a Hebrew University audience of 
200 . 

Jews have been a legitimate sub- 
ject for anthropological study since 
the inception of anthropology as an 
academic discipline. Israel with its 
polyglot ethnological makeup has 
become a focus of inquiry for anthro- 
pologists. The concept, Jewish cul- 
ture, in all of its protean dimensions 
has long interested social scientists. 


Yet when Levi-Strauss, whom Fried- 
lander calls "a principal intellectual 
influence for a whole generation," 
and who is presumably a Jew. comes 
to Jerusalem, there is silence on the 
Jew. Israel and the culture of the 
Jew. Not a word from either the 
distinguished guest or from his inter- 
locutors. 

This should be of interest not so 
much to the anthropologist as to the 
psychologisr. Levi-Strauss acknow- 
ledges that Freud was one of the 
influences “most responsible for 
shaping my wav of thinking." One 
wonders what Freud would sav.

After all, what is all the dispute 
about? A few dozen metres of sandy 
shore, a useful extension of the 
small, crowded area of Eilat, but 
utterly meaningless in the context of 
the 24,000 square miles of Sinai that 
we have given back to you. 

We have made great sacrifices for 
the sake of peace: we have handed 
over, not only an area of consider- 
able strategic importance, but also 
oil wells, which we developed and 
which could have supplied a con- 
siderable proportion of our energy 
needs, and airfields that we have had 
to replace at enormous cost. 

For the first time in our history, we 
abandoned a town. Yamit, and a 
number of villages, which we estab- 
lished on barren soil, forcibly evacu- 
ated their population, bulldozed the 
buildings erected at considerable ex- 
pense in money and labour and left 
the cultivated fields to the ravages of 
the wilderness. 

All we asked of you in return .was 
intangibles: a promise to keep the 
peace and the establishment of nor- 
mal relations between our two peo- 
ples. To say that the normalization in 
practice is still far from perfect 
would be a gross understatement. 
The peace treaty has cost you the 
hostility of extremist Arab states, 
but in time you will undoubtedly win 
back your position as the centre of 
the Arab world. To us you have 
given, in tangible terms, next to 
nothing. 

What is Taba to you? It has no 
place in your history. For you it is 
only a speck at the corner of a desert, 
which will no doubt return to the 
desert if we withdraw, for you are 


unlikely to make more of it than you 
have made of the Yamit area, or of 
Nueiba and Dahab on the Red Sea 
coast, which we started to develop un 
tourist areas. 

Don't forget the uneasy balance m 
Israeli public opinion berween those 
who are anxious to improve relations 
and rhose who are close to despair at 
the results of the peace treaty. Shi- 
mon Peres has less than two years to 
go as prime minister. At the end of 
that time he will be replaced by a 
man who opposed the Camp David 
Accords. Why not use this brie'" 
interval to strengthen the threadbare 
fabric of peace? It is in your in- 
terests. no less than in ours.

SUCH AN appeal might prove fruit- 
less. Perhaps it isn't reatpolitik. But 
there is one course that would be 
disastrous: to base our case for Taba 
on the denial of the validity of the 
1906 border. That would mean a 
unilateral denunciation of the peace 
treaty with Egypt, releasing Egypt 
from all its obligations under the 
treaty and violating our . solemn 
undertakings not only to Egypt, but 
also to the U.S., which also signed 
the treaty. 

Then "we would certainly see 
Egypt returning to its position in the 
Arab world, an Arab world united 
against us more than ever before. 

We would be entirely isolated, with- 
out a single friend to support us and 
without the slightest prospect that 
any Arab country might even consid- 
er the possibility- of coming to any 
land of arrangement or understand- 
ing with us. The cause of peace 
would be set back for a generation or 
more. 

It would be bad enough if anyone 
proposed such a step on the ground 
that, in view of Egypt's attitudes, we 
would be better off without the trea- 
ty: to suggest it for the sake of Taba 
is little short of insanity.
